LHASA GENERAL IS KILLED 


Tibetans Demanded That Invaders 


Retire, and Fighting Was Pre- 
cipitated by Effort to 
Disarm Them, 


TANU, March 31.—News has been re- 
ceived here of severe fighting, the Tibetans 
having attacked the British mission under 
Col. Younghusband. : 

There were two engagements, and the 
Tibetans were repulsed with heavy loss. 

The British captured the Tibetan camp at 
Guru. 

While the British advance had practically 
been unopposed, the expedition suffered 
great hardship from the intense cold, and 
it was sometimes found impossible to use 
the Maxim guns and rifles, owing to the 
congealing of the oil. 

The country is of the bleakest, without a 
sign of vegetation, and the expedition had 
to face piercing winds and clouds of dust, 
while there was a heavy fall of snow last 
night. 

At 8 o’clock this morning a flying col- 
umn started to reconnoitre the Tibetan 
camp at Guru, whereupon a General from 
Lhasa, with a quaint retinue, came to in- 
terview Col. Younghusband. 

“Dhe General asked the Colonel #0 retire 
with his mission to Yatung for the pur- 
pose of carrying on negotiations, threaten- 
ing an attack if the mission proceeded. 

Col. Younghusband replied that negotia- 
tions had been proceeding fruitlessly for 
fifteen years.and that retirement was now 
impossible. . The Tibetan General with- 
drew, and Col. Younghvsband ordered his 
troops to endeavor to disperse the Tibetans 
blocking the road without firing upon them. 

For a time the tactics of the British were 
successful, but after a while the attitude of 


the Tibetan leaders convinced Gen. Mac- 

donald of the necessity of disarming them. 

The Tibetans numbered about 1,500, and 

their resistance of the effort to disarm 
them led to a smart engagement.

ALBANY, March 31.—By a unanimous 
vote, the Assembly Codes Committee. to- 
day reported favorably the Dowling-Wain- 
wright Anti-Gambling bill, which was intro- 
duced at the instigation of District Attor- 
ney Jerome for the avowed purpose of 
enabling him to put Reginald Vanderbilt 
on the stand to give testimony against 
Richard Canfield. 

The report of the Codes Committee has 
little significance in itself, for the reason 
that the Rules Committee will take charge 
of the legislation of the Assembly Monday 
night before the Anti-Gambling bill can be 
reached on the order of second reading, 
andthe bill will therefore go back to the 
Committee on Rules, But there is the best 
of authority for stating that one of the 


first acts of the Committee on Rules will 
be to report the bill, 

The willingness of the Codes Committee 
to report this measure, and the positive an- 
nouncement made yesterday by one in a 
position to know that if the Codes Commit- 
tee failed to act on it the Rules Committee 
would act favorably on it at its first meet- 
ing, has been mystifying to most people 
here who understand the powerful interests 
which are arrayed against the bill, 

An explanation furnished to-night by one 
who is usually behind the curtain when the 
legislative stage is being set, gives to the 
bill an added interest to that which it 
already possesses in the public mind. 

According to this informant, the bill will 
not only enable District Attorney Jerome 

.to prosecute Canfield, but will give him the 
power which he needs to probe thoroughly 
and with the prospect of convictions the 
doings of the Shipbuilding Trust. 

Gov. Odell’s desire for an investigation of 
the Shipbuilding Trust is well known. He 
has had several conferences with Mr. 
Jerome on the subject. Mr. Jerome, when 
here a week ago, consulted Supreme Court 
Justice.

District Attorney Jerome was greatly 
pleased wher he learned that his gambling 
bill had been reported out favorably yes- 
terday.

“If we can have an open debate on the 
floor of the Assembly, I think without 
doubt that the bill will pass.”

SQUIB EXPLOSION KILLS SIX.

The squibs 
are used in coal mining.

BOSTON, March. 31.—The protected 
cruiser Denver, which was built by Neafie 
& Levy of Philadelphia, had been sec- 
ond Government speed.trial over the Cape 
Ann course to-day, and again failed to 
reach her contract requirements of 17 knots 
per hour, her average speed being 16.70 
knots. 

Tidal correction may add slightly to the 
speed taken on the ship, and sufficiently, 
the contractors think, to bring her speed 
up to the contract requirements. The 
weather and sea conditiots were almost 
perfect, there being scarcely any wind and 
no roll. The Denver made 16:28 knots on 
her first trial trip. 

The contract price is $1,080,000, but it 
was stipulated that the cruiser was to be 
accepted if she made a speed of 16.50 knots, 
but the price to be paid, should the ship 


not meet the required 17 knots, would be 
$1,030,000, or $50,000 less than the figures 
named in the contract.

IS STARTED IN JAPAN 


Commemorates Fiftieth Anniver- 
sary of Signing of Perry Treaty. 


$37,500 ALREADY SUBSCRIBED 


Committees to be Organized Throughout 
This Country—Enthusiastic Meet- 
ing In Tokio Yesterday. 


TOKIO, March 31.—At a meeting of 
Americans and Japanese held in this city 
to-day in commemoration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the signing of the Perry 
treaty bétween Japan and the United 
States, an American war charity, called 
the Perry Memorial Relief Fund, was or- 
ganized with much enthusiasm. 

The sum of $37,500 was subscribed at 
once, and it was decided to organize com- 
mittees {n all the larger cities of the 
United States. 

The fund will be turned over to a Min- 
ister of the the Imperial Household, and 
it will be disbursed under the direction of 
the Emperor, particularly for.the purpose 
of aiding the destitute families of soldiers 
and sailors, ; 

Count Okuma, Premier, made the prin- 
cipal address at the commemoration ex- 
ercises, He said that as the Japanese be- 
came more familiar with the people of the 


United States they could not but admire)’ 


them for their love of justice and human- 
ity, which were such prominent national 
traits. 

Bishop McKim of the American Episco- 
pal Mission suggested the organization of 
the charity. He said the memorial to 
Perry would be graven not on a pillar of 
stone, but on the hearts of the two great 
peoples, Charity was beyond the pale of 
policies, the speaker continued, and this 
movement had no significance except as an 
appeal to those broad humanitarian sym- 
pathies which made universal brotherhood 
over all the earth. 

Bishop McKim's proposal was at once 
approved and acted upon. The American 
Asiatic Society, the Bishop said, headed 
the subscription list with $5,000. Baron 
Iwasaki and Baron. Mitsui gave $5,000 
each, Prince Shimazu head of the Satsuma 
clan, and Prince Mori, head of the Choshu 
clan, subscribed $2,500 each; J. W. Copp- 
man and D. C, Blake gave $1,000 each, and 
Count Inouyé, Count Matsugata, Count 
Okuma, and United States Minister Gris- 
com subscribed $500 each.

MUCH FIGHTING IN KOREA. 


Continuous Skirmishing Between Ping- 
Yang and Wi-ju Is Reported. 


LONDON, April 1.~The correspondent of 
The Daily Telegraph at Séul reports that 
there is continuous skirmishing between 
Ping-yang and Wi-ju, and that many Jap- 
anese have been killed. 

The correspondent adds that a Korean 
spy at Ping-yang has been shot by the Jap- 
anese.

JAPANESE ACCUSE RUSSIANS. 


Say They Violated International Law 
in Sinking the Han Yei Maru. 


TOKIO, March 31.—The action of Rus- 
sian warships in sinking the Japanese 
coasting steamer Han Yei Maru last Sat- 
urday is’ deeply resented by the Japanese. 
In official circles the sinking of this vessel 
is pronounced to be a clear violation of the 
neutrality of China, besides being an act 
of wantonness against a defenseless craft. 
The sinking of the Japanese steamer Na- 
konauro Maru by the Russian Vladivostok 
squadron near Tsugaru Strait is recalled. 

The Han Yei Maru was an old steamer 
of sixty-four tons, and, had been chartered 
by some correspondents of a Japanese news- 
paper. After transfemfing ten Japanese 
and seven Chinese f the San Yei Maru, 
the fire of tw@ S was directed upon 
the steamshfp, and one Of the Russian de- 
stroyers sent several shells through her 
hull. When she appeared to be sinking 
the Russian ships started at full speed in 
the direction of Port Arthur. 

The Japanese generally pronounce this 
affair to be a barbarous breach of the laws 
of nations and of humanity. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian Ambassador, to-day ad- 
dressed the following communication to 
Secretary Hay: 

** By order of my Government, I have to 
inform your Excellency that the following 
announcement has just been made by the 
Commander in Chief of the Russian fleet 
in the Pacific Ocean: 

““* Any public or private vessel navigat- 
ing waters in which military operations 
are carried on and detected at night with- 
out stopping, and which after warning by 
the firing of a gun will not show its colors, 
will be a;nsidered an enemy and sunk.’”

NEW ETHICAL CULTURE SCHOOL 
Opening Exercises of Building on Cen 


tral Park West. 

Public opening exercises of the Ethical 
Culture School were held last night in the 
Gymnasium Hall of the building, Sixty- 
third Street and Central Park West. The 
new building was open for inspection, and 
the equipment for the manual training 
schools, the modern gymnasium, the class- 
rooms, and the perfection of arrangement 
excited enthusiastic commendation. 

Prof. Selegmann, in introducing the 
speakers, called attention to the fact that, 
though it was a new building, yet the 
school had been founded twenty-five years 
ago. 

Dr. Maxwell, City Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools, paid tribute to the work of the 
Ethical Culture School, saying that the 
public schools had been following in the 
line of its successful experiments, which 
Controller Grout had made the occasion for 
a vicious attack against the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

James E. Croswell of the Brearley School, 
in behalf of the private schools, which he 
described as “ good, bad, and indifferent,” 
referred to the definition of lithurgy as 
“public service,” and said that in the new 
school architecture had taken the place of 
music and ventilation that of incense. He 
said that Dr, Maxwell had confessed that 
the public schools must remain stupid so 


long as they kept guessing and looking at 
the experiments of other schools, and that 
so long as this was so the private schools 
would keep in the van.

SOUTHERN INDIANA’ FLOODED. 


Westport Abandoned and Other Towns 
Menaced by High Water. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 31.—Heavy 
rains have increased the flood danger in 
the southwestern part of Indiana. 

Vincennes, Mount Carmel, New Harmony, 
Grayville, Princeton, Evansville, Westport, 
and all of Lawrence County, IIL, are suf- 
fering from the high water. Westport has 
been completely abandoned. Hundreds of 
refugees are living in school houses and 
barns. Live stock is quartered in hay lofts, 
and railroad traffic is at a standstill.

REFRIGERATOR DEATH A CLUE.

CHICAGO, March 31.—As the result of a 
Chinaman being frozen to death in a re- 
frigerator car while being smuggled into 
the United States, an organized gang of 
smugglers of Chinamen, it is believed, has 
been disrupted.

RIVAL MEETING THEN HELD 


Agar Faction Nominates Its Own Dele- 
gate to State Convention and 
Indorses Parker. 


Special to The New York Times. 


MAMARONECK, March 31.—Michael J. 
Dillon of New Rochelle came out the vie- 
tor in his fight with John G. Agar before 
the Second Assembly District Democratic 
Convention held here to-day. The result 
was a split in the party, for when the 
Dillon delégation was seated the Agar dele- 
gation, with recruits from Rye, Greens- 
burg, Pelham, Scarsdale, and White 
Plains, left the hall and held a rival con- 
vention, nominating their own delegates to 
the State Convention and indorsing Judge 
Alton B. Parker for the Presidential nomi- 
nation. 

The Dillonites claim that sixty-four dele- 
gates out of the list of eighty-nine re- 
mained in their convention. The Agar 
wing claim fifty-two. The Dillonites de- 
clare that Mr. Agar and those with him 
are bolters. Mr. Agar says his convention 
bears the stamp of regularity, and that 
the Dillonites will be thrown into outer 
darkness when the big show at Albany 
gets down to business. 

The erstwhile Mayor of New Rochelle 
pleaded his own case before the Committee 
on Credentials when the contest was over. 
He urged his own Democracy and im- 
peached that of Mr. Agar, 

“I went to see Mr. Agar in his New York 
office during the Shepard campaign,"’ said 
he, “ and what do you think? I found him 
running a Seth Low bureau and making 
‘reform’ talk. He’s a@ member of a ‘re- 
form’ club and he comes out to New Ro- 
chelle and proposes to run the Democratic 
Party according to his own sweet will. 

“And what does he do, when he does get 


a say? Does he let Democrats vote at his 


primaries? Not he. He shuts the door of 
the party in their faces. He disfranchises 
everybody who isn't for him. He nomi- 
nates a Republican to run for Mayor on 
the Democratic ticket. That’s what he 
does. 
as the head of the regular Democracy of 
New Rochelle, and comes to you and asks 
you to seat his delegation, which has been 
illegally chosen in this convention. It’s an 
cutrage. That's what it is.” 

Mr. Dillon’s side of the case was taken 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel I. J. 
Beaudrais and other Tammanyites. 

The Town Hall was crowded to the doors 
this afternoon Jong before the time came 
for calling the convention to order. Mr. 
Agar and his seventeen delegates came 
over from New Rochelle early in the day 
and got busy. Mr. Dillon, at the head of 


two carloads of henchmen and a brass 
band, descended upon Mamaroneck at least 
an hour before the time fixed for the con- 
vention. They paraded the streets and 
waved banners and were very confident as 
to the righteousness of their cause. 

The first rift in the lute of harmony 
came with the choosing Of a temporary 
Chairman. 8. J. Stillwell of the annexed 
district was put in nomination by the Tam- 
ae wing, and Daniel Lounsbury declined 
the honor. sefore the Agar command could 
get its man before the convention nomina- 
tions were declared closed, and Mr. Still- 
well elected. The Tammanyites cheered. 
The Agar delegation hissed. Roll call de- 
veloped the contest in New Rochelle, and 
J. Lally was named Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials to pass upon the con- 
test. His confréres on the committee were 
Thomas Holland and Frank A. Palmer. 

Mr. Agar was first to. present his case. 
He rehearsed the circumstances ‘under 
which he had called the primary to elect 
delegates to the convention, saying that 
he had complied, as Chairman of the City 
Committee of New Rochelle, with the pri- 
mary law and the regulations of the County 
Committee. ‘‘ The primaries were regular- 
ly held,’’ he declared. ‘There were no 
other primaries. Our delegation is there- 
fore the only delegation claiming seats.” 

Dillon was on his feet in a moment. “* You 
held primaries,’’ he thundered; ** but how 
many votes were cast after you had fin- 
ished barring out the Democracy? There 
are 1,700 Democratic votes in New Rochelle. 
How many were polled at your contest? 
Thirty-nine only, and—" 

** You know that’s not: right,’”’ came half 
a dozen voices at once, for half the con- 
vention was in attendance upon the com- 
mittee meeting. 

Mr. Agar said the status of his delega- 
tion had been settled at the County Con- 
vention, where its regularity had been 
recognized. 

There was a lengthy argument as to the 
necessity for requiring the enrollment of a 
voter to qualify him for casting his ballot 
at a Democratic primary. Mr. Beaudrais 
held that the law requiring enrollment did 
net apply in cities of the third class, where 
the requirements embodied in the Count 
Committee call constituted the standard. 


| New Rochelle, he said, was the only place 


in the district which required enrollment. 
Such a requirement was arbitrary and 
against the spirit of eeeeray Mr. Agar 
admitted that the requirement had been en- 
forced nowhere else in the district. 

Mr. Dillon accused Mr. Agar of shutting 
= doors against everybody who wasn’t for 
him. 

After long and exciting arguments the 
committee went into executive session and 
prepared its report. ‘‘ Your committee has 
come to the conclusion,”’ it read, “‘ that the 
call issued by Mr. Agar for the primaries 
in New Rochelle was not legal. The pri- 
maries should have been held under the 
rules of the County Committee, and all 
Democrats should have been allowed to par- 
ticipate. Your committee therefore recom- 
mends the seating of the delegation headed 
by Mr. Dillon.” 5 

“T wish to protest against the report as 
unfair and unjust,’ said Mr. Agar. 
“Neither myself nor the members of the 
New Rochelle a will abide’ by it, 
and I therefore call upon all duly elected 
delegates to leave the hall and meet in reg- 
ular convention in the hotel adjoining.”’ 

The Agar faction left the hall to an ac- 
companiment of cheers and groans. The 
following delegates were then elected to 
the State Convention: Thomas H. O'Neill 
of the Annexed District, John McArdle of 
Mamaroneck, and Peter Hayes of Harri- 
son. The alternates elected were Philip J. 
Ryan, Thomas Holland, and L. Howard 
Kinch. 

In the meantime, at the Merchants’ Hotel 
the bolting delegations assembled, elected 
John G. Agar of New Rochelle, James J. 
Shaw of hite Plains, and Ben Mills of 
Rye as delegates to the State Convention, 
and adopte resolutions indorsin the 
claims of Judge Alton B. Parker for the 
Presidential nomination.

CHINA’S AMERICAN RAILWAY. 


Ton Miles of Canton-Hankow Line Al- 
ready Has 8,000 Passengers Daily. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Wash, March 31.—B. 8. 
Reader, Superintendent of the Canton and 
Hankow Railway, now building with Ameri- 
Can capital, was a passenger on the steam- 
ship Shawmut, arriving this week.  Re- 
garding the Canton and Hankow Railway, 
Mr. Reader says: 


“When I left Canton, Feb. 18, that part 


of the single line opened Dec. 10, 1903, for | 


passenger traffic across the river from old 
Canton to Fatshan, distance ten miles, was 
carrying 8,000 people daily. 

“It is estimated when ail equipment is 
received and put into service that the pas- 
Senger traffic will increase to 20,000 passen- 
gers daily on this branch this year, as it 
has fully 8,000,000 inhabitants to draw from, 
Canton being the largest city in the empire. 
Between Canton and Samshui are seven- 
teen passenger stations in thirty-two miles. 

“ Standard gauge steel ties are laid on the 
first ten miles, and the road has an up-to- 
date American equipment throughout, in- 
cluding telegraph and telepnone lines. The 


construction and operation is under .the | 


management of Americans, Chinese being 
employed to carry out the work, and it is 
remarkable the ability shown by all classes 
in carrying out their duties, when you take 
into consideration that this is the first 
railroad in Southern China. 

“Many delays in construction have. oc- 
curred, naturally to be expected, from the 
country people, who live so much on super- 
stition and could not understand why any 
one should disturb the graves of their an- 
cestors and the present customs of the 
masses. Some few labor riots among the 
coolieg occurred, but nothing of a serious 
nature has come up. 

“The main line of the road starts from 
old Canton City, and will run north through 
the heart of China to Hankow, a distance 
of 800 miles, connecting when completed 
with the French line running from Peking 
south. When completed, this will make an 
all-rail route from Canton through the 
heart of China, Siberia, Russia, Europe 
to the English Channel, while the SAmshui 
branch is the starter for a through line 
to India, connecting with the English 
lines, which in time will circle the southern 
half of China, India, and Europe to the 
English Channel.” 


MRS. EYLER AND STAFF RESIGN. 


Six Teachers with Superintendent of 
New Jersey Girls’ State Home. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 31.—Mrs. Myrtle 
B. Eyler, Superintendent of the Girls’ 
State Home; her husband, who is the clerk 
of the institution, and six teachers, have 
sent their resignations to Gov. Murphy. 

The teachers, in explanation, said they 
“feared they could not stand the disorder 
that might break out in the school after 
Mrs. Eyler’s discipline was removed.’ Mrs. 
Eyler gave no reason for resigning, and 
refuses to discuss the matter. 

The incoming Board of Governors, re- 
cently appointed, is said to be hostile to 
Mrs. Eyler. It was appointed to get at the 
bottom of the trouble at the home. The 
Legislature a few years ago made an inves- 
tigation, but did not end the trouble.

Citizens’ Saving and Trust Company Ab- 
sorbs the Prudential. 


CLEVELAND, March 31.—It is announced 
that an agreement has been reached where- 
by the Citizens’ Saving and Trust Company 
will absorb the Prudential Trust Company. 
The Prudential Trust Company is capital- 
ized at $600,000 with $1,800,000 in deposits. 

The consolidation will give the Citizens’ 
Saving and Trust Company deposits ag- 
gregating $30,500,000 in its banking depart- 


ment and resources of $36,500,000, exclusive 
of its trust department, which carries about 
$7,000, 000.

It provides each year for at least three 
lecturers from France and owns many im- 
portant French libraries, It sends American 
scholars to French universities, and its 
members frequently give French plays.

ANOTHER UNSUCCESSFUL 
EFFORT TO. END STRIKE 


Proposition from Bricklayers Re- 
jected by Employers’ Arbitrators. 


FURTHER TALK OF SHUT-DOWN 


May Go Into Effect at Any Time—Situ- 
ation Discussed by Building Mate- 
rial Dealers’ Association. 


While the Building Trades Employers’ 
Association was trying to strengthen it- 
self yesterday for any unexpected develop- 
ments in the building strike, the Arbitra- 
tion Board of the bricklayers’ unions got 
& néw proposition from the laborers to sub- 
mit to the mason builders. It was not ac- 
cepted, 

The question of the threatened shut-down 
of building material as a drastic measure 
to end the trouble came up again at a 
meeting of the Building Material Dealers’ 
Association at 18 Broadway, called to dis- 
cuss the situation. The shut-down is still 
pending, it was learned, and may go into 
effect at any time. 

While the meeting was in progress mem- 
bers of the Emergency Committees of the 
Employers’ Association and the Mason 
Builders’ Association called and had a long 
conference with the building material men. 
The whole situation was gone over, and 
the question of effective co-operation was 
discussed. Lewis Harding, Chairman of 
the Legisiative Committee of the Employ- 
ers’ Association, with Charles A. Cowen 
and B. D. Traitel, all members of the 
Emergency Committee, then left in a hurry, 
and it was stated that the meeting was 
over. Mr. Traitel went back after a while, 
however, and was closeted with the build- 
ing material men for some time longer. 
He made the following statement later: 

“The committee of the material dealers 
which recently conferred with the Indus- 
trial Improvement Committee of our Board 
of Governors reported back to their asso- 
ciation. They received power to act as 
asked for in their report.” 

This would mean, judging from the state- 
ment given out last Monday after the con- 
ference referred to, that power was given 
to this committee to order a shut-down 
when called on. 

In the meantime the Arbitration Board 
of the Bricklayers’ Unions and the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Laborers’ Protective 
Union met at Curry’s Hall, Forty-seventh 
Street, near Second Avenue, and tried to 
agree on a proposition to submit to the em- 
ployers. The bricklayers said they were 
siincerely anxious to have the trouble end- 
ed, and after a long and excited discus- 
sion the following proposition was drawn 
up, addressed “To the members of the 
Mason Builders’ Association or the Emerg- 
ency Committee ’’: 


Gentlemen: We have a proposition to offer 
through the Arbitration Board of the brick- 
layers’ unions, as follows: 

All bricklayers and laborers will return to 
work if your association wil hire none but 
members of the Laborers’ Protective Union. 
If there are not enough members of said 
union to. man the jobs of the Mason Builders’ 
Association, they can hire any additional men, 
the other questions to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion for a settlement, and ail parties to abide 
by the decision of the arbitrators.

WOULD PENSION POLICEMEN. 


Suggests Bill to Aid the Dependents of 
City’s Protectors. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reading the account of the 
services over that young police hero who 
was shot by that thief last Sunday, and 
the suggestion that Commissioner McAdoo 
made, that this hero’s wife should have her 
pension increased from $300 to $600 per 
year, don’t you think that it would be no 
more than right that this great city should 
pay the survivors or those dependent upon 
any one connected with the Police or Fire 
Department, and who 
the performance of their duty, a pension 
that would offset their great loss? 

I should like to suggest that a bill be 
drawn by the Mayor to be sent to Albany 
wherein it be enacted a law that in case 
of loss of life of any member of the Police 
or Fire Department those dependent upon 
him shall receive a sufficient pension until 
such time as they will not need that help. 
I mean, for example, that in case there is a 
widow and she should marry again, or 
where there are orphans, to provide for 
them until such time as they are old 
enough to support themselves, this pen- 
sion to be added to the present pension that 
is given. I also would suggest that offl- 
cers and men connected with both of these 
departments who are incapacitated while 
in the performance of their duty to sucn 
an extent that they are cripples for life, be 
also included in this bill, as, for instance, 
that brave policeman up in the Bronx 
whose name I cannot recall. 

By making this a law it would cover all 
cases as they come along, and would not 
need special legislation, which at the best 
is very unsatisfactory.

DEPARTMENT STORE FIRE 


R. J. Goerke Company's Broad 
Street Building Burned. 


IRON DOORS CHECK FLAMES 


Prevent Them from Spreading to Main 
Store on Market Street—Effective 
Work from Skyscraper.

NEWARK, N. J., March 31.—F'or several 
hours to-night, the Newark firemen sum- 
moned by the local equivalent for the New 
York two-nines alarm, fought a firé that 
threatened to sweep the centre of the city 
and wipe out its largest structures. As 
late as 11:30 o'clock the flames still baffled 
the efforts to gain control of them, al- 
though Chief Kiersted seemed sanguine of 
preventing any serious spread. Only the 
dying out of a stiff northeast breeze, he 
seid. prevented a general conflagration. 

The flames originated in the six-story 
brick building at 777 Broad Street, which 
forms an “L” 


trance to which is at 159 to 165 Market 
Street Starting at the foot of the eleva- 
to> shaft, scarcely ten feet from the Broad 
Street front, the flames shot upward and 
through the roof before passers-by discov- 
eted them. An alarm was turned in from 
Box 21, nearly opposite, but in the brief 
Space before the first engines arrived the 
third and fourth floors were ablaze. On 
the third floor was the dress goods de- 
partment, while the fourth was used partly 
as offices and partly as the furniture de- 
pariment, 

Within fifteen minutes every window on 
the Broad Stree side was aglow and the 
flames were leaping fifty feet in the air 
above the elevator flue. Five minutes after

J'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

Surely the dark ignorance of your cor-

The stenographer who reported the pro- 
ceedings in the matter of the charges pre- 
ferred against Justice Bolte seems to have 
grieved and excited the envy of your cor- 
respondent by “ charging $3,500 for eighty- 
seven days’ work."’

To clear up some other perplexities of 
your correspondent, and perhaps others, it 
may be well to say that for the highest 
demands of this exacting calling women 
are by nature unfitted, though some few— 
very few—have for a limited time respond- 
ed to them.

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COLOMBIA'S SUIT 
IN FRANCE. FAILS 


Decision for Defendants in Action 
Against Canal Company. 


AN APPEAL MAY BE TAKEN 


But It Is Said That It Will Not Delay 
the Transfer of the Concession to 


the United States. 
g 


PARIS, March 31.—The First Civil Tri- 
bunal of the Seine to-day decided the case 
of the Republic of Colombia against the 
Panama Canal Company in favor of the 
defendants. The decision condemns the 
plaintiffs to pay the costs of the action. 

This decision has the effect of removing 
the legal obstacles in the way of the trans- 
fer of the canal concession from the com- 
pany to the United States. 

The decision is a lengthy document, fully 
reviewing all the early circumstances of 
the concession and setting forth the vari- 
ous acts of the Colombian Congress, the 
treaties, &c., particularly Articles 20, 21, 
and 22 of the treaty of March 20, 1878, 
whereby the company acquired its rights. 
articles,” the decision says, 
“have the manifest purpose of assuring 
the full exercise of sovereignty over the 
canal. It results from what is established 
before this tribunal] that Colombia is not 
in possession of the territory traversed by 
the canal. By coming before a French 
court in order to sustain its rights over the 
canal Colombia tacitly admits its inability 
itself to control the canal. It therefore fol- 
lows naturally that it has lost sovereignty 
over the territory traversed by the canal, 

eas that this sovereignty 
is maintained by the new Republic of Pan- 
ama, which is in actual possession of the 
authority and power of administration and 
of police. Under such circumstances it 
only remains for the Panama Company to 
accept the actual situation of authority 
and the facts relative to the territory em- 
braced by the Therefore the 
action commenced by Colombia is not re- 
ceivable.”’ 

In the suit of Napoleon Bonaparte Wyse 
the court decided that the plaintiff had no 
case, either as the original concessionaire 
or as a stockholder, and condemned him to 
pay the costs of the suit. 

The court announced that the other case, 
relative to-Colombia’s right to hold 50,000 
shares of stock, would be heard on April 13. 
Although no formal notice of appeal was 
given, it was stated at the close of the 
court that Colombia and M. Wyse would 
appeal. 

It is said that an appeal will not cause 
delay, as to-day’s decision is held to con- 
firm the company’s full right to transfer 
to the United States. The suit relative to 
Colombia’s right to hold shares does not 
affect the United States. 

The decision gave great satisfaction to 
the American officials and the Panama 
Canal Company. The Panama Canal Com- 
pany promptly took steps to call a meeting 
of the stockholders for a final ratification 
of the sale to the United States. This no- 
tice had been deferred, as it was feared 
the court would consider it an interference 
with its judicial prerogatives while the suit 
Was pending. 

Heretofore the company’s council of ad- 
‘ministration has conducted all the negotia- 
tions with the United States, but for the 
purpose of removing the last vestige of 
doubt it is proposed to have a ratification 
by a general meeting of the stockholders. 
Notices of the meeting will be sent out to- 
night or to-morrow morning. The law re- 
quires twenty-five days’ notice before a 
meeting, so the ratification is expected on 
April 25. 

The company has taken precautions to 
see that a majority is sure to ratify, and 
it already has far more than a majority 
of the stock pledged to ratification. The 
Fubsequent proceedings are therefore con- 
sidered mere formalities.

It will re- 
quire a couple of weeks to complete this 
work, and when that is done and the title 
is passed the $40,000,000 agreed upon as 
the purchase money will be paid to the rep- 
resentatives of the Panama Company and 
the $10,000,000 to the Panama Government.

BRITISH REVENUE DECREASE. 


Receipts $49,936,405 Less Than in the 
Previous Year. 


LONDON, March 31.—The revenue for the 
year ending March 31 shows a net decrease 
of $49,936,405 compared with the previous 
year.

OUSTING SERVIAN REGICIDES. 


Decree Retiring Twelve Higher Officers 
of the Army Is Issued. 


VIENNA, March 31.—A royal decree was 
issued at Belgrade to-day retiring twelve 
of the higher officers of the Servian army. 

The decree is regarded here as a first 
step in the scheme for settling the ques- 
tion of the treatment of the assassins of 


the late King Alexander and Queen Draga. 

This scheme is intended to pacify those 
powers which practically broke off diplo- 
matic relations with Servia when the regi- 
cides were retained in power. 


POPE TO CODIFY CANON LAW. 


He Will Form a Commission of Cardi- 
nals for This Purpose. 


ROME, March 31.—The Pope of his own 
accord has directed that a codification be 
made of the Canon laws along lines shuitar 
to the codification of the Roman civil laws 
under the Emperor Justinian. 

In his order directing the inauguration of 


this work the Pope says that he will form 
a commission of Cardinals, presided over 
by himself, for its execution. He asks for 
the assistance of pastors throughout the 


world. 


BOTKIN TRIAL RESUMED. 


At. Defendant’s Request Court Ignores 
Charge That Jury Was Approached. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 31.—There was 
another surprise in the Botkin murder trial 
to-day. Owing to the charges made yester- 
day of attempts to tamper with jurors, it 
Was understood that the first proceeding 
to-day would be the discharge of the jury. 
This, however, did not occur, and the trial 
proceeded as usual, 

Attorney Knight said to the court that, 
contrary to the advice of her counsel, Mrs. 
Botkin insisted on the trial continuing, say- 
ing she was satisfied the jury would ren- 
der a just verdict. Mrs. Botkin confirmed 
this. he court then ordered that the jury 
be admitted and the trial resumed.

BACK FROM FROZEN SOUTH. 


The Discovery, Which Went in 1901, Re- 
ported Near New Zealand. 


CHRIST CHURCH, New Zealand, March 
81.—The_ British, antarctic expedition which 
sailed on the steamer Discovery from Lon- 
don July 31, 1901, has signaled that it is re- 
turning. 


It was announced from Hobart, Tas- 
mania, Oct. 30 last, that the Terra Nova, 
an auxiliary relief ship with the Morning, 
the Royal Geographical Society’s relief 
ship, would start for the relief of the Dis- 
covery, the British exploring vessel, the 
first week in December. At that time the 
Discovery had been frozen in for thirteen 
months at the foot of Mount Erebus, in 
south latitude 77.59, éast longitude 66.42. 
The Terra Nova carried gun cotton with 
which to blast out a channel, but it. was 
understood that if the Discovery couldn’t 
be extricated her officers and men would 
be transferred to the Terra Nova and the 
Discovery abandoned. 

The Discovery was commanded by Capt. 
R. F. Scott of the Royal Navy. Prof. 
Gregory of Melbourne went as the director 
of the civilian scientific staff, and’ Dr. 
George Murray of the British Natural His- 
tory Museum as collator and editor of the 
scientific results of the expedition, which 
went under the auspices of the Royal Geo- 


graphical Society. - 


TO STOP BALKAN TROUBLES. 


Italy and Austria Agree on a Plan to 
Enforce Reforms. 


ROME, March 31.—The Governments of 
Italy and Austria have concluded a com- 
plete agreement regarding affairs in the 
Balkans by which the status quo in those 
States is assured, both powers pledging 
themselves not to undertake territorial oc- 
cupation. 

They have also decided upon the manner 
of the assignment to the different’ Mace- 


donian valiyets of the international gen- 
darmerie created under the Russo-Austrian 
reform scheme. Ihe Italian gend®&rmerie 
will be intrusted with the occupation of the 
valiyet of Monastir. 


BOSTON BANK FAILURE. 
Union Trust Company’s Liabilities, 
$1,600,000, Covered by Assets. 
BOSTON, March 31.—The Union Trust 
Company closed its doors to-day. The 
company was incorporated in 1888 with a 

capital of $100,000. : 

The liabilities of the company are placed 
at $1,600,000, with nominal assets of about 
the same amount. The difficulties of the 
concern are attributed to heavy withdraw- 
als by depositors and the inability of the 
management to realize quickly on securi- 


The company has been temporarily en- 
joined by the Supreme Court, and the ap- 
plication for a permanent injunction is re- 
turnable to-morrow, when the court will 
be asked to appoint a receiver. The Di- 
rectors of the company say that no oppo- 
sition will be made to a receivership, and 
that the company will go out of business. 
They say positively that depositors will lose 
nothing. 


BANK FAILS IN CLEVELAND. 


Federal Trust Company Official Disap- 
pears and Leaves $20,000 Shortage. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 31.—The Fed- 
eral Trust Company to-day made an assign- 
ment to the Guardian Trust Company. The 
action is said to have been taken as a result 
of the disappearance of a prominent official 
of the Federal Trust Company and the dis- 
covery of a shortage of about $20,000. 

An agreement was practically reached be- 
tween the Directors of the Federal Trust 
Company and the Guardian Trust Com- 
pany several days ago, providing for the 
merging of the two concerns. The disap- 
pearance of the official of the Federal Com- 
pany, howeveg, precipitated matters. Offi- 
cials of both of the trust companies declare 
positively that no depositor will lose a 
penny as a result of the assignment. 

A petition was filed in Common Pleas 
Court to-day to subject the stockholders of 
the Federal Trust Company to their statu- 
tory .liabilities, H. H. McKeehan is the 
plaintiff. 

As a result of sensational reports circu- 
lated in connection with the assignment of 


the Federal Trust Company a run was 
started to-day on the Pearl Street Savings 
and Loan Company’s Bank in the south 
end. Big down town banks promptly rushed 
large sums of money to the Pearl Street 


Bank, and the run stopped. 


MAY CLOSE IOWA MINES. 


Operators and Miners Disagree and 13,- 
000 Men May Quit Work. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, March 31.—Unable 
to agree to an arbitration of their differ- 
ences, the Iowa miners and operators split 
in joint conference to-day, with the result 
that every mine in the State may be shut 
down, throwing 13,000 miners out of em- 
ployment. The conference adjourned after 
a session covering six weeks. 

The split resulted from the refusal of the 
operators to raise the wages of unskilled 
laborers and to lower the price of blasting 
powder. 

The operators hold that they are standing 
by the Indianapolis agreement and in so 
doing cannot submit to general increases 
in the wages paid unskilled labor through- 


cut the district. 
Telegrams were sent to John Mitchell, 


President of the United Mine Workers of 
America, asking him to come to Des Moines 
and aid in a readjustment of jhe diffi- 
culties. Propositions for a settfment of 
the disagreement were prepared to-night 
by both sides, and will be submitted to- 
morrow, but the prospects are bright for 
a continuance of the dead-lock. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, March 31.—The joint 
convention of Illinois miners and operators 
to-day failed to bring about a settlement 
of the scale in the First District. The 
cperators’ ultimatum declares that unless 
the miners accepted a three-cent reduction 
in that district the mines would be closed 
to-morrow. The miners unanimously voted 
to reject the ultimatum.

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POST OFFICE RELIEF ~—} 
BLOCKED IN SENATE 


Senators Clapp of Minnesota and 
Patterson of Colorado Raise 
Objections. 


BLIND TO NEW YORK NEEDS 


Messrs. Penrose and Fairbanks Plead 
for Amendments in Vain—Laid Over 
for Further Consideration. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Western Sen- 
aters—Clapp of Minnesota and Patterson 
of Colorado—gave the New York Post Of- 
fice plan a sharp set-back to-day, On 
their objections the amendments to the 
Post Office Appropriation bill providing for 
the purchase of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
site and the lease of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad building went over for fur- 
ther consideration, when the matter came 
up in the Senate. : 

Thus, through the petty jealousy of Sena- 
tors whose personal interests are in no re- 
spect at stake, relief for New York City is 
postponed when it was almost in sight. It 
was the expectation of Chairman Penrose 
and most of the Senators to pass the 
amendments to-day and make it possible 
to complete action on the bill in a short 
time to-morrow. How determined the op- 
position to this programme is has not yet 
appeared. 

Senator Clapp opened up the attack on 
the New York amendments. He objected 
to the adoption of amendments and the 
publication afterward of communications 
from the department explaining the neces- 
sity of certain appropriations. He urged 
that the committee should make a report 
on its amendments with all the correspond- 
ence showing why the amendments had 
been presented. This he applied to the New 
York Post Office site matter as one espe- 
cially requiring the fullest information on 
the part of Senators. ’ 

Senator Patterson then made a pointed 
attack on the two New York propositions. 
He said that as the city had already one 
Post Office that had cost upward of 
$6,000,000, it looked as if the committee had 
striven to give New York more plums than 
it was fairly entitled to, considering that 
many other cities throughout the country 
were compelled to go without adequate 
Post Office accommodations. He chal- 
lenged the committee to show how the lease 
from the Central was at all necessary for 
the disposition of postal business in New 
York. 

Senator Penrose in reply recited the-facts 
in the case, showing that the Pennsylvania 
Company offered land which. had cost them 
at private sale, extending over several 
years, more than $3,000,000 for the sum of 
$2,000,000, and that another site of similar 
advantages would no doubt cost the Gov- 
ernment three times as much. The lease 
from the New York Central, he said, would 
result in a saving from the rents now 
paid for Post Office purposes in New York 
City of over $70,000 a year. 

Senator Fairbanks, as Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Buildings, urged the 
passage of the amendment. He said he 
had made a thorough study of the whole 


problem from the beginning, and he 
thought that the best possible solution of 
the matter was presented in the commit- 
tee’s amendments. 

On Senator Patterson’s objection, how- 
ever, the amendments were laid over for 


further consideration. 


WILLIAMS ASKS TRUST FACTS. 


Democratic Leader Seeks Information of 
Attorney General Programme,

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Mr. Williams 
of Mississippi to-day presented resolutions 
in the House that are intended to furnish 
Democrats with topics for campaign dis- 
cussion. 

One of the resolutions calls on the At- 
torney General to inform the House 
whether he has taken cognizance of the 
alleged combination of anthracite coal-car- 
rying railroads.

ANTI-CANTEEN VICTORY. 


House Refuses Money to State Homes 
for Soldiers Which Have Bars. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The House 
to-day adopted an amendment to the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bill, providing that no 
appropriation shall be made to any State or 
Territorial home for,soldiers that maintains 
a bar or canteen where intoxicating liquors 
are sold. 

There was quite a brisk debate over the 
amendment, which was offered by Mr. Bell, 
(Dem., Cal.,) who, referring to the home 
in his own State, said its officials had de- 
graded the State to the position of con- 
ducting a saloon and grog shop. The offi- 
cials compel the soldier to surrender his 
pension and then pay it back to him in 
canteen checks. He asserted that a result 
of this system is a complete monopoly of 
nearly every dollar that goes into that 
home in the torm of pensions. 

A violent attack on the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey was made by Mr. Robinson of 
Indiana, who charged that scandal at- 
tached to that office in connection with al- 
lowances for commutation of subsistence. 
He cited instances where some officers re- 


ceived $2 per day in commutation of sub- 
sistence, whereas others in the same com- 
mand received nothing. He also mentioned 
by name men on vacation who had drawn 
the allowance. He offered an amendment 
requiring that the allowance shall not be 
made unless supported by properly authen- 
ticated vouchers, . 

Mr. Hemenway defended the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and Mr. Robinson’s amend- 
ment was disagreed to. 


BOWEN’S PROTEST TO CASTRO. 


Venezuela Paper*Said American Minis- 
ter Pocketed Venezuela’s Money. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Secretary 
Hay has received a personal note from 
Herbert W. Bowen, the American Minister 
at Caracas, briefly recounting a recent ex- 
perience he has had with President Castro, 

It appears that a Caracas newspaper pub- 
lished in an apparently official form the 
charge that Mr. Bowen had pocketed sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars of Vene- 
zuela’s money. Mr. Bowen promptly sent 
a personal note of protest to President 
Castro, but Castro pleaded that he was 
unable to interfere with the paper, where- 
upon Mr. Bowen replied that he inter- 
fered whenever he chose to. ° 

While Mr. Bowen refused to dignify the 
matter by an official protest, his action in 
bringing it so vigorously to the attention 


of President Castro is heartily approved by 
the officials here, and Mr. Bowen will be 


so advised. 


Shanty’s Resident Left $960. 
Patrick Farrell, who was fifty years old, 
was found dead yesterday in a shanty in 
which he lived, at the foot of Washington 
Street, Brooklyn.

DISASTER BLAMED ON 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


Grand Jury’s Presentment Regard- 
ing Darlington Hotel. 


URGES DISMISSAL OF FRENCH 


Declares That Schwandtner’s _Limited 
Intelligence Makes It Useless to In- 
dict Him—Changes in Law 
Suggested. 


The March Grand Jury, after exonerating 
all those on whom the responsibility had 
been fixed by the Coroner's jury at the in- 
quest into the Darlington Hotel disaster, 
with the exception of Eugene Allison, one 
of the owners, yesterday made a present- 
ment, severely censuring the Building De- 
partment. The following findings were re- 
turned in that connection: 

The system of inspection in all buildings in 
process of erection at present in vogue in the 
Building Department is grossly inadequate. The 
number of Inspectors is absurdly small. The 
compensation allowed them is insufficient to se- 
cure men of the requisite intelligence and ca- 
pacity, and the men actually employed are not 
properly qualified for their positions. 

We find that French, the Inspector whose 
duty it was to examine the condition of the 
steel and iron work in the Hotel Darlington, was 
So grossly negligent in the performance of his 
duties that we consider him a person entirely 
unfit for his position, and recommend his im- 
mediate dismissal from the department. 

We fnd that the Building Department of the 
City of New York is deserving of censure for 
failing to discover that the steel and iron struc- 
ture of the Hotel Darlington had been com- 
pleted to the eleventh story upon plans which 
had been disapproved, 

The Grand Jury recommends that a law 
be passed prohibiting the erection of a steel 
and iron structure without the immediate 
supervision of the original architect or a 
competent expert, licensed by the city. 
Other recommendations are that Building 
Inspectors be required to be competent en- 


gineers of experience, and that they be bet- 
ter paid; that copies of all plans, with the 
action of the Building Department plainly 
marked thereon, be kept in all buildings in 
process of erection during the entire period 
of construction, and that Inspectors shall 
be required to determine whether the work 
is carried on in connection with the plans; 
that Inspc~tors be required to report daily 
what is being done to remedy reported: vio- 
lations of the Building Code in structures 
under erection, and that the Superintendent 
of Buildings or any person acting in hts 
place be empowered by law to summarily 
stop work on buildings where in his judg- 
ment continuation of such work would en- 
danger public safety. 

The failure to indict either Edward Pole 
or Paul Schwandtner, the contractors who 
were held criminally responsible by the 
Coroner’s jury, is explained as follows: 

We have found no indictment for criminal neg- 
ligence against either Pole or Schwandtner, sub- 
contractors for the steel and iron framework of 
the Hotel Darlington, for the reason that we do 
not believe a conviction could be had in either 
case. Pole_had only a financial interest in the 
firm, and Was not personally concerned in the 
erection of the building, and because in the case 
of Schwandtner his ignorance is so great and his 
intelligence so limited as to render him prac- 
tically incapable of appreciating the responsibil- 
ity of his undertakng. 

Judge Foster in discharging the Grand 
Jurors, their work for the term having been 
completed, complimented them upon having 
rendered a public service by the present- 
ment. District Attorney Jerome said he 
agreed with the Grand Jury that the Super- 
intendent of Buildings ought to have the 
power to stop work on a building when not 
earried on fn accordance with approved 
lans. . 
ig But after all we need competent inspec- 
tion rather than more laws, said Mr. 
Jerome. ‘I am in favor of a law which 
would make the corporation erecting the 
building pay for the services of the In- 
spector on the premises.” 

When asked why Inspector French had 
not been indicted, Mr. Jerome said: 

“T don’t think he eould be convicted. He 
had three square miles of territory to cover 
in a part of the city where more buildings 
were going up than in any other. I don't 
think he could be held to blame. 


WEST SIDE LAWLESSNESS. 


Holds Three-Platoon System Respon- 
sible for Disturbances. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ~ 
Your article in to-day’s paper describing 
the lawlessness that now prevails in cer- 
tain sections of Riverside pictures a condi- 
tion that exists in nearly every part of the 
city. Morningside Park and its vicinity, 
from One Hundred and Tenth ‘to One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-second Street, are in pos- 


‘session of gangs of vicious and dangerous 


young men and boys. They steal, destroy 
property, and make the lives of residents 
almost unbearable. Sunday, supposed to be 
a day of rest and quiet, is made hideous 
by these gangs of criminals in embryo. Ex- 
plosives of all kinds are freely used. Yells 
and obscene language fill the air. Street 
lamps and windows in houses are broken 
and stoops covered over with chalk marks 
and disgusting writing. 

One would naturally ask, “‘ Where are the 
police?’’ The answer is, Under the three- 
platoon system practically there are no 
police. How can 1,500 men, which are all 
that the ‘“‘system”’ admits of at any one 
time, patrol adequately territory extending 
from the Battery to the Bronx east and 
west. This political gratuity to a class of 
men who are enormously paid for the ser- 
vice rendered is an outrage upon the tax- 
payers and citizens generally. Your article 
fails to put the blame for the lawlessness 
now prevailing where it properly belongs. 

The policeman who said “ he could not be 
in every part of Morningside at once” 
gave the whole story in that one sentence, 
People before long will have to organize 
for their own protection, club together, and 
hire special help. Are we drifting in the 
direction of Chicago conditions? The three- 
platoon system is a splendid one for the 
disorderly element of our population, but a 
rank: injustice to the taxpayers and the 
law-abiding.

CENTRAL PARK FOR DRILLS. 


Officer of National Guard Says Sugges- 
tion Creates Only Amusement. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The writer has been considerably inter- 
ested in reading the various somewhat ex- 
cited protests which have appeared recent- 
ly in‘ THE Times, Post, &c., against grant- 
ing permission to the various National 
Guard organizations in the city to drill in 
Central Park certain afternoons of each 
week. As an officer of one of these organi- 
zations the writer hastens to assure you 
that your apprehensions are absolutely un- 
founded. The questions as to whether the 
public parks should be utilized in this man- 
ner, whether the public would appreciate it 
if it were done, whether the turf would be 
destroyed, &c., &c., are purely academic. 
As a matter of fact there is not one: or- 
ganization in the city that could be induced 
to take advantage of such permission if it 
were given. Excepting, of course, the un- 
known officer who acted as sponsor for the 
suggestion the idea otherwise has created 
only amusement in National Guard circles. 

A close acquaintance with the composition 
of and conditions surrounding the Guard 
would have assured you at once that the 
plan is absolutely impracticable. Not one 
officer or enlisted man in one hundred 
could devote one afternoon each week for 
drill. To give up one night each week is a 
sacrifice to many and even being com- 
pelled to participate in the Decoration Day 
parade is becoming. each year a more un- 
pleasant duty which is only made possible 
by being ordered on a national holiday. It 
is barely possible that some Captain might 
take his company out some night in: the 
Spring for drill, but this possibility is hard- 
ly worthy of consideration, as most organi- 
zations suspend drills for the season April 
first and the weather usually will not per- 
mit outdoor drilling at night before that 
time. 

The National Guard is composed of. busi- 
ness men who would instantly resent any 
attempt to compel them to leave their busi- 
ness except, of course, when called upon to 
preserve order and suppress riot.

Gov. Odell conferred-with most of the 
Jocal leaders yesterday in the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. While he was in the rear corridor 
Senator Platt arrived from Washington, It 
was expected that the Governor would at 
“once up to the Senator’s apartments, 
but not a step did he move. He merely 
said that he would see the Senator in the 
morning. 

The Governor denied that he had picked 
successor to Superintendent G. W. 
of the Bureau of Elections. 
“There must be somebody to 

first, yeu: knew,”’ he said. ’ 
John” McCullagh, ex>Superintendent of 
Elections, passed the Governor as. he stood 
before the hotel desk. Both men bowed, 
‘but there was no handshaking or exchange 
of words. The’ ex-Superintendent declared 
he knew nothing about the report that he, 
was to succeed’ Mr. Morgan. 
thing seems to be settled—that is, that Su- 
perintendent Morgan will retire before the 
campaign gets in full swing. 

Odell called attention to the fact 
that the Home Rule Committee, headed by 
Col. George W. Dunn, would meet in Al- 
bany on Tuesday. This committee, it is un- 
derstood, will receive a ‘report from its 
sub-committee to the effect that nothing is 
to be done this year, and calling New 
‘Yorkers’ attention to what the sub-com- 
mittee says isa fact, that they already en- 
joy considerable home rule, but have over- 
looked it. Senator Elsberg, William 
Barnes, and a number of State leaders are 
members of this committee. Some politi- 
cians express the belief that the Governor's 
home-rule proposition was a flash’ in the 
pan for political purposes. 

In answer to a question 
thought of~the report that W. L. Ward, 
leadér . of “Westchester, and one of. his 
closest allies, had indorsed Elihu Root for 
the Republican nomination for Governor 
this Fall, the Governor smiled and said: 

“He would certainly make a good Gov- 
ernor, if selected and elected. You .know 
f man must be elected as well as selected.” 

Mr. Odell expressed confidence that J. 
Sloat Fassett and Charles W. Gillet, rivals 
for the Repudlican nomination for Con- 
@ress in the Thirty-third District, would 
arrive at some understanding. While the 
district is heavily Republican, if the Re- 
Publican vote’.should be almost squarely 
‘split, a strong Democrat would not have 
much difficulty sliding in. This contest is 
about the only one in sight so far as the 
up-State districts are concerned. 

In reference to the crusade against gas 
combinations in this city the Governor de- 


clared ‘that New York had not presented 
any specific bill, sanctioned by the city 
authorities, looking toward municipal own- 
ership of a gas plant.

MR. CROMWELL, — DICTATOR. 


Democrats See a Republican “Joker” 
in One Home Rule Bill. 


Special to: The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 31.—The home rule Dill 
giving to the Board of Aldermen and the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment the 
right to issue bonds for a municipal ferry 
service, for a telegraph system for the use 
of the* Police and Fire Departments, and 
for maps of all of the territory embraced 
in the boroughs of the city, is said by 
Democrats to contain a neat little Repub- 
lican joker. They say that the bill might 
well bé entitled “‘a bill to increase the im- 
portance of President Cromwell of Rich- 
mond, the only Republicam member of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment.” 

There is a provision of the bill which re- 
quires a unanimous vote of the Board of 
Estimate. to authorize the issue of bonds 
for any of the purposes enumerated.

The amendments are in line with 
the argument on which he based his oppo- 
sition to the bills, that the Legislature 
should not show the Interurban Company 
any favor as long as that company con- 
tinued to show disregard of the comfort and 
convenience of the citizens of New York. 

To the’ bill designed to let the company 
off from a portion of the amount due by it 
to the city for arrearages, Mr. Newcomb 
will gpropose the following amendment: 
“Every street railway company which shall 
avail itself of the provistons of this, act 
shall, within a reasonable time, equip all 
its cars with effective power brakes.” 

The bill designed to give the company an 
advantage with regard to the computation 
and payment of car iicense fees, Mr. New- 
comb will seek.to have amended as follows: 

““But no contract shall be entered into 
relieving any street railway. of any pay- 
ment or part of any payment unless the 
company shall have substitated on all its 
congested lines cars of a length permitting 
the comfortable seating of fifty passen- 
gers.” - 

The bill which provides for the relocation 
of the routes of the company Mr, Newcomb 
says he considers so bad that he is not 
willing to stand for any compromise on it. 

Mr. Bedell, the introducer of the bills, 
said that the four bills were introduced by 
him at the request of the’firm of Guthrie, 
Cravath & Henderson, representing the 
raiJroad interests, and no attempt whatever 
was made to prevent full discussion as to 
their merits or demerits. 

As to the bill regarding arrearages owing 
to the city, Mr. Bedell said he introduced a 
similar bill last year at the instance of ex- 
Mayor Low. It was, he said, approved by 
the present city administration of New 
York. 2 ° 

The bill with respect to abandonment of 


part of route, temporary removal of rails, 
and relocation, r, Bedell thought, had 
been so amended that the city’s interests 
had been properly guarded. He had been 
assured positively by Mr. Cravath that it 
was not the intention, nor would this bill

WOMAN DEAD IN BOWERY HOTEL 


Had Apparently Committed Suicide— 
Man Companion Missing. 


A young woman, whose identity the police 
are trying to establish, was found dead in 
Room 106 of the Oxford Hotel at 303 Bowery 
yesterday afternoon. The police think that 
the womah committed suicide, as two bot- 
tles, one nearly full and the other almost 
emptied,-of carbolic acid were found on the 
floor, near the bed in which she died. 

The woman went to the hotel on Wednes- 
day night about 10:30 o’clock. She was 
accompanied by a young man. The couple 
registered as ‘‘Jones .and Wife, Jersey 
City.’”’ She was plainly, but neatly, dressed, 

Before they went up stairs the man asked 
to be called at 3:30 o'clock in the morning. 
At that hour the clerk went to the room 
and rapped on the door. The woman an- 
swered and awakened the man. A few min- 
utes later the man left the hotel. Yester- 
day afternoon, when the fact that the wo- 
man was still in the room was noted, the 
door was broken in, and the woman, who 


had apparently been dead for several hours, 
was found lying on the bed. 

The police made a thorough search of the 
room, but were unable to discover any 
clue.to the woman's identity. She had not 
a piece of jewelry or writing of any kind 
on her that could throw any light as to 
who she was. On one of the bottles was 
blown the name of Druggist Neergaarde of 
925 and 450 Fifth Avenue, Brooklyn, and 
on the other that of Druggist Osborn, who 
conducts a number of drug stores in the 


same borough. 

The police are trying to find the man. 
He is described as about thirty-five years 
old. Police Captain McDermott said last 
night that he believed that John McGurk, 
who is famous in the Bowery as the pro- 
prietor of Suicide Hall, which was a few 
doors south of the hotel, is a part owner 
of the building. ,

FOR UNIFORM DIVORCE LAWS. 


Need for Such. Legislation as .Indicated 
in Government Statistics. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The meeting at St. Bartholomew's Parish 
House to discuss Federal legislation as to 
divorce ts timely, for more stringent and 
uniform laws are sorely needed to ward off 
a grave danger lurking in the increasing 
recourse to the divorce courts.. It is to be 
regretted that the great majority of people 
will be disposed to look upon that meeting, 
or any action it may take, in a purely re- 
ligious light because the gentlemen compos- 
ing the committee are clergymen. For this 
reason average meh and women will not 
give the movement the careful thought it 
deserves. They will be apt to dismiss it 
with some impatient exclamation about the 
narrowness of the clergy and their pre- 
sumptuous efforts to thrust the Church 
and her laws upon a people who have out- 
grown both. 

Any such attitude is to be regretted, for 
divorce is not merely a religious problem. 
It is more than the breaking of religious 
principle or ecclesiastical law. It is a 
social problem, for it threatens civiliza- 
tion by breaking up the family. This sounds 
trite, but it is true. It is but a step from 
divorce to no marriage, and not a very 
great one. Imagine the chaotic condition 
of society if marriage were eliminated. This 
is clearly and terribly worked out in ‘‘ The 
One Woman,” a recent novel. Do away 
with marriage and man will fall to the level 
of the brute. If he ‘is ‘not ready to relin- 
qguish his mate he will fight, and fight to 
kill. When he grows. weary of her he will 
cast her away and seek another. God alone 
knows what the offspring of such parent- 
age would be, but man can make a pretty 
shrewd guess and not be very far out in 
saying that two or three generations would 
see the world well on the way to barbarism. 

It is not the shocked conscience’ of ‘a 
Puritan which sees this danger lurking be- 
hind divorce. Any one who Will take the 
trouble to study Carroll D. Wright's ex- 
haustive report upon marriage and divorce 
in the United States must feel the pulsing 


of a special upheaval beneath divorce. Ac- 
cording to this report, which covers the 
twenty years between 1867 and 1886, there 
were 9,937 divorces in 1867. This number 
had increased nearly threefold by 1886, the 
divorcees that year numbering 25,5435, an 
increase of 157 per cent. in twenty years. 
During this same period the population in- 
creased but 60 per cent. That is, divorce in- 
creased three times more rapidly than the 
population. One's brain grows dizzy at 
the thought. But when it is remembered 
that a large pescontage of the growth in 
population is due to immigration, and that 
a large Br ortion of this influx is of the 
Roman faith, which forbids divorce save in 
rare instances, it is seen that the tru3 ratio 
of increase of divorce over population ‘is 
much more than threefold. Indeed, Mr. 
Wright reports that if it were not for the 
restraining influence of the Roman Church 
the number of divorces would be doubled. 
If anv contagious disease should show a2 
like increase the country would be panic- 
stricken. Yet the — majority of people 
are absolutely indifferent to a disease in- 
finitely more deadly, for it threatens the 
morality and intellect of the race, if not 
its existence. Surely anything which does 
sthis is more than a religious problem, and 
if the clergy are the first to realize the 
danger the rest of us ought to be glad that 
there is some one on the watch tower with 
keener gaze and more sensitive perception 
than the average. A. E. — MERY, 
New York, March 30,.

STEAMSHIP SINKS A TUG. 


The Navahoe Strikes the George P. Tay- 
lor, Valued at $200,000. 


Through a misunderstanding of signals 
the Clyde Line steamship Navahoe, inward 
bound from Charleston, ran down and sunk 
the tugboat George P. Taylor yesterday 
morning in the North River off the end of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company's 
piers at Desbresses Street. Capt. Moriarty 
and the seven men of the crew of the tug- 
boat, seeing that a collision was inevitable, 
jumped into the river. They were rescued 
by the tugboat Ocean. 

The George P. Taylor was a new tug, 
valued at $200,000, and she was the prop- 


erty of the Rogers Towing Company, At 
the time of the accident she was lowlng a 
barge across the river. When the Navahoe 
appeared signals were sounded from both 
vessels, which then continued on their 
courses, until the tug was directly in the 
path of the steamship, with no chance for 
escape. The engines of the Navahoe were 
stopped, but not in time to prevent her 
striking the tug amidships and almost cut- 
ting her in two. 

The Navahoe stood by to re up the 
men who had jumped overboard, but before 
she could lower any boats the Ocean had 
rescued every one.

WOMEN AND SUFFRAGE. — 
A Working Girl’s Views on Quallfica- 
tions for the Ballot. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In to-day’s (Wednesday's) issue of THE 
TIMES you say: ; 

“Women who really desire the suffrage 
would stand a much better chance of grad- 
ually getting it if they confined themselves 
to a demand for the vote for women es- 
pecially qualified, say, by possession of 
property or by ability to stand a test of 
education, or both.” 

You do not say anywhere that men should 
be subjected to the same test. 

Are we to understand, thén, that only 
women with property and women of intel- 
ligence and education ought to be intrust- 
ed with the suffrage, while the most igno- 
rant and the most stupid biped in trousers, 
provided he be over twenty-one years of 
age, is to have his right to a voice in the 
affairs of the Nation recognized as a mat- 
ter of course? Truly, that would be a de- 
lightful arrangement! . 

It must have occurred to anybody who 
has ever given the matter ten minutes’ 
thought that the only fair and intelligent 
test of any man’s or woman’s fitness for 
the suffrage would be an educational one. 
Of course, the prospective voter should not 
be expected to pass an examination in 


astromony or chemistry or Italian art in 
the last century. 

As for the property qualification: Sure- 
ly, no person should be entitled to a vote 
who, while ssessed of property and 
therefore having leisure and the means of 
securing the best instruction, lacks the fh- 
telligence or the energy to qualify himself 
for the suffrage by passing the educa- 
tional test. Indeed, it might be asked 
whether in strict justice such a person 
ought to be allowed to hold any considera- 
ble amount of property, but that is an- 
other story, . 

It is very likely that if women had the 
suffrage many would vote as their fathers, 
brothers, or lovers advised. Their brothers 
almost invariably inherit the political opin- 
ions of their fathers, while the vast ma- 
jority of the fathers know very little about 
what they are doing, but faithfully and un- 
questionably follow the ‘‘ boss.’’

HORSE THIEVES “VERY ACTIVE. 


Deputy Sheriff's Grievance Against Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office. 


SAYVILLE, L. IL, March 31. — Horse 
thieves operating in Manhattan and sell- 
ing their plunder on Long Island have been 
so active of late that about twenty such 
animals have been found near here, and it 
is believed that there are at least fifty 
more, with many wagons and much har- 
ness, in Suffolk County, in all worth 
$10,000. 

Deputy Sheriff John S. Wells, who keeps 
a livery stable here, located five of the 
horses inside of two days and has lodged 
in the county jail Samuel Fineberg ‘and 
Harry Bennett, charged with stealing them. 
Yet he declares that Assistant District At- 
torney Corrigan of Mr. Jerome’s staff, in- 
stead of appreciating his efforts, implied 
that he and other county officials are in 
league with the horse thieves. Mr. Wells 
says that last Thursday Sheriff Preston, 
who is incapacitated by a sore foot, sent to 
him L. Meyer of 11 Broome Street, Man- 
hattan, who claimed to have lost three 
horses and who was accompanied by a rep- 
resentative of Mr. Jerome. Wells says 
before the day was out he found the horses 
Meyer claimed in the respective possession 
of Thomas N. Bayles and J. W. Rich of 
Stony Brook and Isaac Hawkins of South 
Setauket. The men refused to give them 
up or say where they got them, and Wells 
accompanied Meyer back to New York, 
where he says he was paid $15 for his 
services, about doubie the amount he asked. 

To his surprise the next day he found 
himself and Special Deputy Sheriff L. H. 


Bedell of this piace summoned to Mr, Je- 
rome’s office on Saturday. He says the 
questions put to him by Mr. Corrigan were 
rude and could leave no other impression ; 
than that he was suspected. He was 
threatened with indictment, he says, for ac- 
cepting the $15, 

“If ever a man had the third degree put 
on him, I had,” said Mr. Wells, detailing 
his experience. 


MRS. FYSH’S DEATH. 


Coroner’s Physician Schultze Thinks It 
Was an Accident. 


That Mrs. Vertie Fysh, who was found 
dead in her apartments at 521 West One 
Hundred and Eleventh Street on Wednes- 
day night, was killed by accident is the 
opinion of Coroners’ Physician Schultze, 
who performed an autopsy yesterday on 
the body of the woman. 

The autopsy confirmed the theory that 
she had diec as a result of inhaling chloro- 
form fumes. It was also disclosed that she 
had often used chloroform liniment for 
earache; that she always slept with her 


head under the covers, and often took a 
vial of chloroform to bed with her. 

Dr: Schultze said that the testimony of 
the woman’s husband, Capt. Fysh, and of 
Frances Graves, the maid, as to the dis- 
covery of the body and to the previous 
habits of Mrs, Fysh in her use of the drug 
‘agreed absolutely. 


LET CONVICTS LEAVE PRISON. 


Sheriff Finds Four Prisoners from Al- 
bany Penitentiary in Private House. 


ALBANY, March 31.—An extraordinary 
occurrence took place here to-day in the 
arrest by the Sheriff of Albany County of 
four short-term prisoners from the Albany 
County Penitentiary, in a house on Clinton 
Avenue. 

The men were in charge of a prison keep- 
er at the time. They were locked up in 
the county jail and the penitentiary was 
notified that four “escaped prisoners ’”’ 
were in custody. Superintendent Corscad- 
den of the penitentiary drove down to the 
jail and took them back. 

There is now pending before Gov. Odell 
a bill of Senator McEwen, which has passed 
both houses, legislating Corscadden out of 
office and transferring the penitentiary to 
the custody of the Albany Board of Super- 
visurs. Corscadden was charged with ex- 
travagance and misconduct of the affairs 
of the institution. A law passed two years 
ago to abolish his office was recently de- 
clared by the Court of Appeals to be un- 
constitutional.

The Hearst movement is a natural in- 
cident of Democratic convalescence from 


was sick unto death. It rallied after the 
gBecond defeat of Mr. BRYAN. It was ex- 
pelling the poison from its system, and 
has been visibly getting stronger every 
But just as a debilitating attack of 
grippe predisposes the patient to the in- 
vasion of other maladies, so the Demo- 
cratic Party, being a good deal “run 
down” and with weakened powers of 
resistance, was in a condition to give 
hospitable lodgment to the Hearst mi- 
crobe. During the past few months it 
has exhibited the characteristic symp- 
toms of a secondary invasion of patho- 
genic germs. It was not possible for the 
Bryan malady to run its terrible course 
without leaving the party in such a 
state that a disease of the Hearst type 
would easily gain a foothold. 

Mr. BRYAN’s crown of thorns and cross 
of gold speech, his theories about the 
man and the dollar, his persistent and 
persuasive appeals to class hatred, pre- 
pared the,way for the work Mr. HEARST 
is atterfipting. Mr. BrRYaN made tens 
of thousands of Democrats believe that 
the plain people are in the clutch of the 
money power, that they are oppressed 
and robbed, kept down and made to suf- 
fer through the extortionate practices of 
wealth. Capital, by a thousand schemes 
of promotion, by creating vast corpo- 
rations with enormous issues of shares 
and bonds, has done what it could to 
make the people believe that Mr. BRYAN 
was right. Now comes Mr. HEARST, ap- 
pealing with equal fervor and greater 
recklessness to the very ptejudices and

Men are amazed that in any State of 
the Union Democrats can be found who 
are willing to accept Mr. Hearst at his 
own estimate of himself. He has no 
natural or acquired authority to speak 
upon large public affairs. He has no 
reasoned understanding of political or 
economic principles. It is unlikely that 
he has ever given five minutes of serious 
and enlightened thinking to any great 
problem of government. But here and 
there Democrats are found, in some 
States many Democrats, who, having 
welcomed Mr. BRYAN as the great deliv- 
erer, now acclaim Mr. Hearst as the 
appointed continuer of his work. So far 
as they ever think at all, they evidently 
think Mr. Hearst is a mighty champion 
of the people’s interests, that if he were 
élected President he would hew down the 
trusts and smash the’ monopolies. They 
have heard of or have read Mr. HEARST’S 
newspaper, and they accept the inflam- 
matory articles he causes to be written 
and printed as the expression of his 
views. They do not know, it is quite 
impossible that all of them should find 
out, that Mr. Hearst does not personally 
express views; that it is exceedingly 
doubtful whether he has any views ex- 
cept those entertained and advocated 
for the purposes of his newspaper busi- 
ness; that he is not a talker and cannot 
make speeches; that he is untrained, is 
not a student or a reasoner; that he has 
no qualification for administrative tasks, 
and that his pretensions to the Presiden- 
tial candidacy are preposterous. Of 
course all Democrats who sincerely be- 
lieve that he is the political successor of 
Mr. BRYAN are very ignorant men and 
easily deluded. The rest of his followers 
belong either in the category of labor 
agitators or of calamity-howling Popu- 
lists, who take up with him because they 
must take up with somebody who is at 
war with the social and industrial or- 
ganization, or else they are paid “ tout- 
ers”’ of Mr. HEARST. Mr. BRYAN em- 
ployed the cross of gold, Mr. HEarRsT 
uses barrels of the metal, or of its cur- 
rent equivalent. 

Happily it has been a light attack, and 
the patient is already rallying. For a 
time it looked serious. The Democratic 
Party had nothing else to fix its mind 
upon.

PROTECTING THE CAPITAL. 

When such Senators as Messrs. HALE 
and Loper, who, whatever their polit- 
ical aberrations may be, are commonly 
supposed to be at least highly civilized 
persons, took ground against the carry- 
ing out of L’ENFant’s plan of Washing- 
ton, as adopted and made his own by 
WASHINGTON himself, people interested 
in such things might very well feel 
alarmed for the beauty of the capital. 
And -when their denunciation of it was 
followed by the production of a scheme 
to render the execution of it impossible, 
by planting the new building for the De- 
partment of Agriculture on the Mall, the 
situation became alarming. The action 
of the Senate in passing the Newlands 
bill, which forbids such vandalism, is a 
needful reassurance. 

It is very true that during the two or 
three generations of oblivion as of the 
real purpose of the original plan of the 
capital, some work was done on the

four years, from 1896 to 1900, the party ; 


to undo, and even a cause for some re- 
gret that it must be undone. Particu- 
larly is this the case with ‘the landscape 
gardening and tree planting which was 
done by DOWNING as accessory to. the 
architecture of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, to which it was appropriate, 
while it was not only inappropriate to 
but destructive of the original plan. Now 
that the chief “ squatter’”’ upon the res- 
ervation, the Pennsylvania Railroad, has 
consented to move, and a new station for 
it is about to be provided at great ex- 
pense elsewhere, it would be a waste of 
money, as well as of effect, to allow the 
other encumbrances to remain. One may 
very well believe that Downinec himself 
would have acquiesced in the improve- 
ment if the purpose of the original plan 
had been known to him. One may be 
quite sure that his pupil and successor, 
the late Frep Law OLMSTED, would have 
done so. Mr. OLMSTED’s son and success- 
or is one of the commission whose report 
in favor of returning to the original plan 
of the capital has commended itself to 
the entire architectural profession of the 
country, including architects whose own 
theories and practice of their art are not 
at all in accordance with the plan, or 
would not be if the question of the pub- 
lic architecture of Washington were new 
and open. The passage of the Newlands 
bill by the Senate is a victory upon which 
the people of the country are to be con- 
gratulated, since the capital is a Na- 
tional possession and its beauty a Na- 
tional object. 

THE REGULATION OF AUTOMOBILES. 

If a railroad company should intrust 
the operation of a passenger engine to 
an inexperienced and incompetent man 
public opinion and the courts would hold 
it to very strict accountability for any 
evil consequences which might result. 
But a road locomotive, in charge of an 
incompetent and inexperienced chauf- 
feur, following the public highway and 
threading its tortuous course among 
other vehicles, may run amuck through 
a crowded thoroughfare at, say, sixteen 
to twenty miles an hour, with no greater 
responsibility to the owner or his agent 
than a fine of five dollars. 

Other and more considerate measures 
of public protection having failed, it 
, would now be proper to refuse the priv- 
ilege of the streets, avenues, or park- 
ways of New York to any motor vehicle 
not equipped with a speed-recording 
gauge and a mechanism which will limit 
its rate of propulsion to that permitted 
by law. Experience has shown that with 
the ability to go at dangerous speed 
comes the desire to do so, and that this 
desire the average man finds irresistible. 

Another useful improvement in auto- 
mobile mechanism would be a device 
which would require the conscious ac- 
tion of the chauffeur to keep the power 
applied to the motor mechanism. It has 
happened more than once that a chauf- 
feur, stunned by accident or rendered 
insensible by sicknéss—a fainting fit, ap- 
oplexy, or heart failure—has let his ma- 
chine drive into some _ obstruction 
through inability to stop it. In cities an 
automobile should stop itself unless kept 
in motion by the conscious effort of the 
chauffeur. A turn of the wrist or the 
pressure of a lever by the foot should 
be necessary to the application of the 
power, and an instant of relaxation from 
any cause should shut off everything but 
impetus, which would not carry it far 
nor with destructive force. 

The leniency with which the courts 
view the offense of overspeeding when 
no accident has resulted would be 
more tolerable if when an accident 
does happen and some one is killed 
or badly injured the maximum pen- 
alty was inflexibly enforced. But one 
might think a long time without recall- 
ing one instance in which automobile 
manslaughter has been punished by the 
infliction of the penalties which the law 
provides in such cases. Really, it is safer 
to run down a helpless old woman or a 
heedless child and crush out life than to 
commit assault and battery with the 
fists upon some cad or blackguard who 
merits castigation. 


GAS CASUALTIES. 

In the City of New York there were, 
in 1903, 388 deaths traced by the Cor- 
oners to illuminating gas. Of these, 258 
were reported’ as accidental and 130 as 
suicidal. The number since the Ist of 
January has not yet been tabulated for 
all the boroughs, but it would represent 
more than a quarter of the 1903 total. 

The number of deaths probably due to 
illuminating gas in New York which are 
not Coroners’ cases, but are variously 
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of physicians, would swell the total to 
startling proportions. The anaemic con 
dition produced by exposure to a very 
little carbon monoxide in the air of living 
and sleeping rooms may not directly kill 
those not evidently asphyxiated, but it 
so lowers the vitality and impairs the 
powers of resistance that the victims are 
rendered susceptible to every contagion 
and infection to which they may be acci- 
dentally exposed. A gas which is known 
by experts to have for the hemoglobin of 
human blood four hundred times the 
affinity of oxygen, and to be cumulative 
under continued exposure until, at about 
one-third of saturation, life is impossible 
in anything except an atmosphere of 
oxygen, and perhaps not in that, is a for- 
midable agent. 

It is interesting to speculate how long 
the people of a great city would be indif- 
ferent to any other danger as specific 
and grave as this is known to be. It is 
an unnecessary risk. It assumed its 
present aspects when the gas companies, 
better to meet the competition of the 
electric companies, changed from coal 
gas to water gas. They wanted cheaper 
gas with a higher candle power, and got 
it; but whether they got a proportion- 
ately better illumination is a question on 
which there is some difference of opinion 
among experts. Water gas contains on 
the average about 30 per cent. of carbon 
monoxide, perhaps the most subtle and 
deadly blood poison known. Coal gas 
carried usually between 6 and 7 per cent. 
of carbon monoxide. It did not preserve 
for the gas companies the field of light- 
ing, and it impaired the value of their 
product for the uses which have saved 
their business from practical extinction— 
that of heating. Coal gas had an aver- 
age calorific value represented by 694 
heat units per cubic foot; water gas, car- 
buretted for illuminating purposes, has 
a calorific value of 558 heat units per 
cubic foot. In view of the fact that in 
New York and most other large cities the 
day consumption materially exceeds the 
night consumption, showing that more 
gas is used for heating than for lighting, 
lowering the fuel value of the gas for 
greater luminosity was an unfortunate 
move.

THE FOLLY OF THE BRICKLAYERS. 

It has been said with much truth that 
this is “a strike of the leaders.” It 
brings grave anxiety to the rank and 
file of the union membership and con- 
Sternation to the hearts of those who 
have the welfare of the local organiza- 
tions at heart. The Bricklayer and Ma- 
son, the official journal of the Interna- 
tional Union of America for those trades, 
Says with characteristic directness: 

In all this quarreling over questions that 
in themselves hold no special difficulty of 
solution, the larger problem involved seems 
to be lost sight of. That larger problem is: 
Shall the New York building industry throw 
aside all it has gained in the direction of 
peace, and go hurtling back to the days 
when half of its energies were expended in 
unnecessary warfare? That is the ques- 
tion each employer should consider; that is 
the question that each workman should 
take home to himself, to his wife and his 
children, If the hotheads on either side are 
permitted to dominate the situation, the 
question: will have been answered in the 
affirmative. * * * Until this recent 
trouble gave them opportunity ‘for emerg- 
ence, they had been compelled to look on 
and see the industry devoting all its ener- 
gies to its true purpose. If any set of men 
are pleased with what is seen in the New 
York building industry to-day, it is the 
Parryites. It is not difficult to imagine 
them patting each other on the back and 
declaring to the rest of the country, ‘‘ We 
told you so!"" The present situation is en- 
tirely to their liking, and, should it lead to 
the undoing of the plan of general arbitra- 
tion, it would mean a complete vindication 
of their position. Moreover, it would fur- 
nish them with an argument they would 
never lose opportunity to drive home, and 
which would place the trades unions and 
their friends on the defensive everywhere. 

This is very plain talk, and honest, 
withal. It states the truth in language 
which the average bricklayer cannot mis- 
undetfstand, however little it may be to 
his lifiag. The local bricklayers’ unions 
are riding for a fall, and if the mason 
builders were themselves quite honest 
and not dominated by a desire to sacri- 
fice principle for the small and tem- 
porary advantage of monopoly, the re- 
sults might be easily predicted. 


LITERATURE AND DOGMA. 

Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIE, now safely en- 
sconced, it is to be presumed, in his more 
or less ancestral Skibo, has no doubt 
been cheered by the tidings that Hrr- 
BERT SPENCER posthumously agrees with 
him about the demerits of the Iliad. For 
the frank Philistinism of his avowal of 
heresy on this point, Mr. CARNEGIE re- 
ceived various missiles from a ribald 
American press. The concurrence of the 
philosopher in his estimate will tend to 
heal him of his grievous wounds. When 
one reproaches him hereafter with hav- 
ing confessed that HomMEeR bored him, he 
will rejoin with a triumphant and demo- 
cratic air; “‘ He bored HEREBRT SPENCER, 
too.”’ 

That is not so conclusive as Mr. Car- 
NEGIE may perhaps imagine. Both he 
and the philosopher were, we believe, in 
the case of CHARLES LAMB’s antagonist 
at whist, who said, upon sitting down 
to play, “‘ Now, Lams, when Greek meets 
Greek, then comes the tug of war,” and 
to whom.LamMB rejoined, “‘ Yes, and when 
you meet Greek, you d-d-don’t under- 
stand it.’’ Very likely neither ‘“ mag- 
nate” nor sage would see the necessity 
of understanding the language in which 
a poet wrote, before passing public judg- 
ment on his poetry. But, quite apart 
from that, Mr. CARNEGIE will do wrong 
if he allows himself to feel fortified by 
the authority of Spencer. Those purely 
literary and artistic criticisms of the 
philosopher’s that have come to light 
either during his lifetime or since his 
death, are of no more authority than 
Mr. CARNEGIn’s dicta. We should say 
not of so much. Whether he was discov- 
ering the absurd and ungrammatical 
character of a passage set up by Maz- 
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MES. , FRIDAY, 
THEW ARNOLD as a model, or finding | 
fifty-seven varieties of fault with Ra- 
PHAEL’s “ Transfiguration,” or compos-— 
ing these judgments that have just come 
to light, the author of the “ Hssay on 
Style” betrayed a singular lack of that 
sensibility which, in these matters, is 
the beginning of wisdom. It was a blind 
man lecturing on optics, or a tone deaf 
man criticising BEETHOVEN. 


WORTH THINKING OF. 

The case of MICHAEL FARLEY is one 
which should give the intelligent wage 
earner a topic for profitable thought. 
He was a skilled workman, with es- 
pecial experience in operating the hoist- 
ing machinery for lifting steel shapes 
and other structural materials to the 
upper floors of high buildings. Three 
weeks ago he was “ pulled off his job” 
by a walking delegate. Every morning 
since then he had reported at the work 
he abandoned, hoping that some arrange- 
ment satisfactory to the arbiters of his 
destiny had been reached which would 
permit him to resume profitable indus- 
try. On Wednesday morning he received 
permission to go to work again, which 


he did gladly, since by his own admis- 
sion he had not had other food for three 


days than such scraps as he could find 
in the street. He went to work with 
enthusiasm, rejoicing in the opportunity, 
but before his first day was finfshed he 
dropped dead. Privation had so en- 
feebled him that his vital powers’ failed 
under the strain of labor, and he was 
carried home to his hungry wife, for 
whom want and privation are thus made 
permanent, 

It should need no argument to show 
that there is something wrong with a 
system which imposes such sacrifices 
upon those obedient to its rules. If the 
wives of the mechanics connected with 
the building trades who are now planning 
to keep their homes and feed their chil- 
dren could be heard from in a mass meet- 
ing they might say some things which 
it would profit their husbands to ponder.

TRYING IT ON A WHALE. 

Even though it be official, one has to 
view with suspicion that dispatch from 
Vladivostok telling how a whale ran into 
one of the harbor mines, which there- 
upon vindicated its efficiency by com- 
minuting the whale. It is doubtless true 
that a whale, if he pressed against a 
submarine mine, with the weight and 
momentum of an average battleship, say 
with intention to relieve an itching un- 
der-surface, might explode that mine. 
Or if the mine was baited with some 
substance appetizing to whales, and the 
whale smelled it, and then, with his in- 
adequate facilities for the purpose, tried 
to bite off the end, he might set it off, 
with results disastrous to himself, as in 
the well-known case of the goat and the 
tomato can loaded with dynamite. But 
nobody in his senses could expect to earn 
his own living or the death of much 
game by fishing for whales with a sub- 
marine mine. 

It is much more likely that; the death 
of the whale in this case ensued from 
natural causes than that it was the re- 
sult of monkeying with the mine. One 
cannot trust the Russian military au- 
topsy in such a case. But, even if the 
verdict of the Vladivostok Coroner's jury 
‘was correct, and the whale died of mine, 
how do they know that he was not a 
Japanese whale, manned, so to speak, by 
a Japanese Jonah, who steered him 
about the harbor in quest of mines, and 
when he found one, in the late GEORGE 
T. LANIGAN’s perversion of BRYANT— 

wrapped the drapery of his whale 
About him, and lay down to pleasant 
dreams. 

It were alike easy and dangerous for 
the defenders of Vladivostok to attach 
too much probative force to a dead whale 
as to the condition of their harbor de- 
fenses. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—A new grievance against the age has 
been invented by President Witson of 
Princeton, and he moans over it with the 
great satisfaction which such discoveries 


always give to those who make them. A 
historian himself, President WILSON nat- 
urally views the histories of others with a 
critical eye, and, again naturally, he 
laments that the school histories studied 
by American children are supplied, not, 
like his own, with numerous maps of this 
country as it was, and especially as it was 
not, though thought to be by the early 
explorers and first settlers, but with just 
a few maps that accurately set forth 
things as they are. . This, according to the 
eminent compiler of one of the prettiest 
and most interesting picture books recently 
published, is a lamentable mistake. It 
keeps the children in the twentieth century, 
and never, with CoL_umBus, do they butt’ 
into one continent while seeking another, 
or, with HENRY HuDsON, view an extreme- 
ly good thing with disgusted disappoint- 
ment because it is not a thing of no value 
whatever. Dreadful misfortunes, these, to 
be sure, and one’s heart goes out with a 
rush to the poor children whose school 
histories doom them, as President WILson 
says, ‘“‘to be creatures of our own day.’ 
For, as he also says, “It’s a dull day; 
it’s all hurry, all bustle, and no refresh- 
ment; a day of cold steel and hard fact. 
We are in such a hurry that we no longer 
have time to sit down and dream dreams, 
and no people make any intellectual advance 
unless they do dream dreams.” To be at 
once serious and frank, there never was a 
time when people had more leisure to sit 
down and dream dreams than the man 
must have who can arrive at conclusions 
like that. Certainly he dreamed them when 
he had nothing at all to do for weeks and 
weeks at a stretch, in the age that invent- 
ed vacations because its people neither 
had to nor would hurry and bustle around 
all the days of their lives to get something 
to eat. And does President WiLson know 
of a time when school histories were better 
than they are now? He wouldn't have to 
go back very far to reach one when such 
things, good, bad, or indifferent, did not 


exist.

The remarks exhibit a 
mental attitude that we cannot harmonize 
with our concept of any physician, however 
unfit.” Of course that’s all right in sub- 
stance, but its implication that good doc- 
tors either are or ought to be indifferent 
to “ journalistic comment " is just about as 
absurd as was the Illinois doctor’s implica- 
tion that he would work harder for a 
patient with whom the newspapers had 
connected his name than for one whom he 
could cure—or not cure—without attract- 
ing any particular attention. That doctors 
can make improper use of publicity is 
known to none better than the men on 
newspapers, one of whose constant duties 
it is to see that the doctors who want to 
do just that thing do not succeed too often 
in doing it. There are, however, proper as 
well as improper uses of publicity, even 
for a doctor, and even in medical matters 
there not a few lay papers that compare 
with the medical press about as the or- 
dinary physician compares with the special- 
ist. The trouble with the doctors is that 
they are always regretting the days when 
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they were a sort of priesthood and their 
art was a ‘“‘ mystery” understood only by 


themselves—and by themselves none too 
well. There’s no mystery about it now, and 
the pretense that a layman necessarily is 
incompetent to criticise the language or the 
acts of the doctors is the wildest nonsense. 


—Confident prediction is made that 
within a few days the aspirant for a trolley 
franchise ‘through the Bronx that seemed 
to be having everything its own way in 
Aldermanic circles will soon withdraw its 
application for a franchise and leave the 
field clear to the company that has been 
from the beginning the favorite of the peo- 
ple to be served. If the prediction turns 
out to be correct, the outcome will be an 
“I told you so” from thousands and thou- 
sands of interested folk who have been 
watching this contest between a living cor- 
poration and a dead one in cynical expecta- 
tion of just such a result. For, of course, 
the retirement of the Westchester and Bos- 
ton Company will be interpreted as clear 
evidence that the Port Chester people have 
“fixed” their opponents by buying. all 
they had to sell, which was a chance to 
conduct obstructive litigation for several 
years—yes, and in addition the fervid sup- 
port of half a dozen Westchester County 
papers, the recent course of which has been 
extremely mysterious to the uninitiate and 
the desperately charitable. And it will be 
a particularly interesting question as to 
how the Aldermen fared in the settlement. 
If the two roads, or rather, the road and 
the shadow of a road, arrange the thing 
between themselves, there is no obvious 
reason why the Aldermen should be con- 
sidered at all—why they should “ come in” 
for anything whatever. That would be sad, 
indeed. It is, however, not quite so certain 
as the “I told you so” people will think 
that the Westchester shadow was bought 
off. The Port Chester company, for one 
reason or other, has seemed disposed to 
buy nobody, but to save its money for 
building its line, Perhaps it has changed 
its plan, and perhaps it hasn’t. We may 
know more if we live long enough. 


—As one of our correspondents remarked 
yesterday, who would be mean enough to 
begrudge a miserable 17% cents for the men 
who risked their lives to save the Union? 
That sum, he had figured out, if contrib- 
uted by every man, woman, and child in 
the country, would be enough to meet the 
additional expense imposed by the recent 
Pension Bureau interpretation of the law, 
and it disgusted him that there should be 
any complaint or criticism of a tax so small 
for a purpose so worthy. Well, 17% cents 
isn’t much, for a fact, but when it is added

TI have been interested in reading. what a 
few of your corespondetits have had 4o' say 
about excessive gag bilis. I submit the 
following, at the risk of suggesting what 
may already have been suggested, and, for 
all I know, .somtewhere adopted, 

It seems to mé that it would be a good 
plan to eompel; by Iegislative enactment, 
the gas, water, and electric light compantes 
to print on the back of their bills a fac 
simile of the dials of the meters, and, be- 
low, give simple directions for reading it— 
giving, say, a8 an example, the reading of 
the hands as they appear on the fac simile. 
By this means the housekeeper could take 
his Own reading on the same day on which 
the inspector called, and could thus satisfy 
himself of the accuracy (or at least approx- 
imately so) of his bill. 

He might further—if he cared to—take 
periodic readings throughout the month, to 
determine if his meter Was probably record’ 
ing properly, and thus be able to request 
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“ 708 godor wourt dausWess be -unpopt 
with the companies, as the great familiarity 
with the apparatus might cause such a 
flood of complaints from the consumers 
that the companies would be overwhelmed 
with appliéations for meter testing. This, 
however, would probably be the case for 
the first month or two, but the result would 
be that the bills—whether as a result of less 
carelessness or cupidity—would be more ac- 
curate and more nearly (though neyer quite 
what the consumer would’consider) just. 

I believe the consumer should be instruct- 
ed in the method of checking his consump- 
tion of water or gas or current just as he 
has it in his power to check the weights of 
the ice dealer or grocer. Furthermore this 
plan would not involve disclosing any of the 
companies’ legitimate secrets, for the read- 
ing of meters is an open secret. My point 
is that it should be made popular and that 
familiarity on the part of the consumer 
should be encouraged—even courted.

| ARCHBISHOP FARLEY 
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TELLS OF VISIT 10 ROME 


Brings a Letter from Pius.-X. to the 
Catholics’ of New York. 


THE THIRD POPE HE HAS MET 


Presented Seth Low to the Pontiff, Who 
Gave Three Medals to the ex-Mayor 
—New American Monsignori.

Archbishop John M. Farley of this dio- 
cese arrived yesterday on the North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Prinzessin Irene from 
his first visit to the new Pope, Pius X. 
A party of fifty prominent Catholic priests 
and laymen, including several of the newly 
created monsignori, attached to the new 
archiepiscopal court, went down the bay 
in thé steamboat Favorite to greet him. 

Holy*Thursday did not achieve its tradi- 
tional brightness and warmth, and the 
chilly drizzle, together with the early hour 
of departure from the West Thirty-fifth 
Street pier—6 A. M.—kept away many 
priests and members of the Catholic Club 
who had intended to go with the party of 
welcome. The Archbishop, ®hen the Fa- 
vorite came within hail of the Prinzessin 
Irene, was standing on the promenade deck 
of the liner, clad in a fur-trimmed over- 
coat. He seemed to be in excellent health 
and spirits. 

“This is a cold reception you are giving 
me,” he said, as the Favorite, its passen- 
gers waving handkerchiefs and wearing 
ribbons of white and gold, the Papal colors, 
came alongside. 

Mer. M. J. Lavelle, rector of the Cathe- 
dral, boarded the liner and greeted the 
Archbishop, and in a few minutes Arch- 
bishop Farley, the examination of whose 
baggage had been arranged for by the cus- 
toms officials, was assisted down a pilot 
ladder to the Favorite. 


GREETED ON THE FAVORITE. 


First to welcome him was Mgr. Joseph 
F. Mooney, who has been acting adminis- 
trator of the diocese, and the others, in- 
cluding Auxiliary Bishop-elect Cusack, 
whose recent appointment caused so much 
surprise in Church circles here, kneeled 
and kissed the archiepiscopal ring as they 
extended their greetings. 

The Archbishop, who preached at the 
service in the saloon on Palm Sunday, was 
accompanied by his private secretary, the 
Rev. Father J. V. Lewis; the Rev. P. J. 
Hayes, Chancellor of the diocese, and the 
Rev. Dr. J. J. McMackin. With the ex- 
ception of one or two days, the voyage was 
most pleasant. 

Archbishop Farley brought with him the 
bulls for the elevation of KNather Cusack, 
whose consecration will take place on April 
25. <As this is not the regular period for 
such ceremonies, a special permission was 
obtained from the Pope. The Archbishop 
said that he had brought no appointments 
with him, 

He announced that he would take steps 
to carry out the wishes of the Pope in re- 
gard to reinstating the Gregorian chant 
in the church choirs, but he would not 
say just what means he intended to take 
to bring about the change. He told, too, 
of a fund of $100,000 which had been 
raised for the Catholic University, at 
Washington, and said that the curriculum 
of the Cathedral College would be consid- 
erably enlarged. Archbishop Farley bears 
with him a letter from the Pope to the 
Catholics of New York, which will be read 
at the Cathedral on Sunday. 

“T had@ three audiences with the Pope,” 
he said, “‘and at the first one during my 
three weeks’ stay in Rome I told him all 
about the Diocese of New York. He was 
surprised to hear of so many institutions 
supported by the diocese, as schools, hos- 
pitals, and foundling asylums. You cannot 
conceive of the interest he takes in matters 
of that sort. He is the third Pope that I 
have met.” 

“Who were the other two?” interposed 
a young and eager listener. 

When the Archbishop got his breath he 
explained that the other two Popes he had 
met were Pius IX. and Leo XIII., and con- 
tinued: 

‘And, really, it seems to me that the 
present Pope goes more deeply into such 
things than did the others. It is due, per- 
haps, to the fact that he has gone through 
every grade of the priesthood. I had pre- 
pared some documents for his information 
and he read them aloud at once, asking 
ae about the figures.’’ Archbishop 

arley said that the letters were in Italian. 
He thought, he said, that the Pope spoke 
German and understood French. 

‘““The Pope,” he continued, “was es- 
pecially pleased to know that there are 
twenty-five Italian churches in New York. 
I told him, also, that I had given over the 
use of the old Troy Seminary for the edu- 
cation of young Italian clerics. I gave him 
two photographs of the institution, and in 
the next few days I received many in- 
quiries about them. Three days later I 
received from the Pope a beautiful letter, 
which I shall read at the Cathedral on 
Easter Sunday. I have brought with me 
six large photographs of the Pope. Knowing 
how busy he was, I asked him only to 
write his name on each of them, but he 
wrote a whole line under each of the photo- 
graphs.”’ 

Somebody asked the Archbishop about the 
report that a new American Cardinal was 
about to be named, He did not heed the 
question at all, and all other interrogations 
on the same subject were deftly evaded. 
‘That is a matter for the Holy Father,” 
he said. 


THE POPE'S AFFABILITY. 


“The principal factor in the Pope’s popu- 
jJarity,” he continued, “is his affability. 
When with my secretary and other priests 
we came to get some rosaries blessed, we, of 
course, remained standing. ‘ Sit down,’ said 
the Pope. We sat down on the chairs 


ranged along the wall. ‘Come closer,’ he 
said, and the chairs were drawn up.” 

The true story about the Pope's alleged 
remark when he was leaving Venice for the 
eonclave that made him Pope, that he 
wanted ‘‘a return ticket to Venice,’”’ was 
told by the Archbishop. 

“*That story is not true,’ he said. ‘The 
real facts of the case, which he told me 
after I had mentioned to him the satisfac- 
tion of Americans at his election, are these. 
When he reached the_ station platform 
there was a great crowd assembled to see 
him off. ‘I'll come back to you, dead or 
alive,’ he told them when he left. Asked 
to one how he could carry out the prom- 
ise, the Pope said that he was in the hands 
of the Almighty.” 

Ex-Mayor Seth Low was presented to the 
Pope by Archbishop Farley, together with 
Mrs. Low and John D. Crimmins. 

~-. happy incident occurred at the audi- 
ence,”” said the Archbishop. “ After ‘the 
death of Pope Leo, when Mr. Low was the 
Mayor, the City of New York sent to the 
Vaucan resolutions of condolence. These 
were beautifully bound and decorated with 
the sacred heart and other purely Catholic 
emblems. When Mr. Low was presented 
the Pope placed his hand oy the resolu- 
tions which were on a table near by and 
pointed to the Mayor’s signature. Then he 
said a few words in gratitude to the Mayor 
and the city. which I interpreted. The 


| Pope praised the independence of the Amer- 


ican people, and referred to the eat fire 
in Baltimore, which city, he said, already 
had begun to rebuild and had refused of- 
fers of outside assistance. That, he said, 
was an example of the self-reliance of the 
people. To Mr. Low the Pope presented a 
casket containing three medals—gold, silver, 
and bronze—bearing the Pope's bust and the 
Papal arms. Mr. Low, whom I met again 
later, was delighted with his visit to the 


Pope. 

The Archbishop fasted during the morn- 
ing, as he had decided to celebrate the 10 
o’clock mass at the cathedral, whither he 
was driven after landing at the West Thir- 
ty-fifth Street plier.

CHURCHMAN BETRAYED TRUST. 


How R. F. Wilkinson, Honored Lawyer, 
Fooled His Co-Trustee.

POUGHKEEPSIB, March 31.—The stoty 
of how Robert F.. Wilkinson deceived his co- 
Trustee, John F. Halstead, a wealthy re- 
tired New York business man, and misap- 
plied trust funds under their joint control 
to the extent of $130,000, belonging to 
Charles Buckingham and Martha V. B. 
Wood, after which he went abroad and died 
in London before the defalcation was dis- 
covered, was told by Mr. Halstead on the 
witness stand in the Surrogate’s Court to- 
day. . 

Mr. Halstead testified that Mr. Wilkin- 
son’s reputation as a lawyer was such that 
if he had lived in New York he would have 
been among the very best. He was a 
Warden of St. Paul’s Church, a clubman, 
and of nis honesty there seemed no ques- 
tion. 

In 1894, and again fn 1898, the deposited 
securities were examined by Mr. Wilkinson 
and Mr. Halstead and found to be all right. 
Mr, Halstead suggested that an accounting 
once in three years would be none too often. 
Mr. Wilkinson thought every five years 
would be often enough, and his opinion pre- 


vailed. An accounting was due last Sum- 
mer, but Mr. Wilkinson's death prevented 
it, and when Mr. Halstead examined the 
strong boxes containing the securities he 
found that $130,000 had been converted by 
Mr. Wilkinson to his own uses. 

Mr. Wilkinson’s books do not disclose 
what he did with the money. 


SUES FRANK JONES ESTATE. 


Mrs. Curtis Says He Promised Her a 
Fortune and Asks $400,000.

MANCHESTER, N. H., March 31.—Mrs. 
Delana B. Curtis has filed a bill of par- 
ticulars in her suit against the estate of 
the late Frank Jones, brewer and Demo- 
cratic leader in this State, for $400,000. The 
case will be tried in April, and is one of 
the most interesting ever known in New 
Hampshire. 

Mrs. Curtis is the daughter of the late 
Capt. Harrington of this city, once Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor. Her hus- 
band was Samuel F. Curtis, a prominent 
business man, whom she divorced. 

Frank Jones served two terms in Congress 
from New Hampshire, and first met the 
woman, who says he promised to give her a 
fortune, when she was only thirteen years 
old. It is said that he referred to her as 
“the light of my life.’’ 

A lawyer who has been employed by Mrs, 
Curtis has been quoted as saying that most 
of Mr. Jones's wealth and political success 
were due to her aid and advice.

Money Without Mrs. Bennett’s Consent 
—Will Appeal to Supreme Court. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 31.—A find- 
ing that the sealed letter by which Philo 
S.‘ Bennett expressed a wish that $50,000 
should be given to William Jennings Bryan 
and his family was not a part of the last 
will of Mr. Bennett was returned by the 
jury to-day in the Superior Court in the 
trial of Mr. Bryan’s appeal from the de- 
cision of the Probate Court. This finding, 
which upholds the decision of the Probate 
Court, was given in accordance with in- 
structions to the jury from Judge Gager, 
who presided at the Superior Court trial. 

Judge Gager’s ruling on a question which 
had never tillnow come directly before the 
courts of Connecticut, decided that the 
sealed letter could not be admitted as evi- 
dence in the trial. Counsel for Mr. Bryan 
contended that it should be admitted, while 
the attorneys for Mrs. Grace Imogene Ben- 
nett, the widow, and other heirs presented 
opposing arguments. An appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court by Mr. Bryan. 

An interesting feature of the day’s pro- 
ceedings was a statement which Mr. Bryan 
made in court that he was willing to give 
@ bond that in no case would the money 
mentioned in the sealed letter go to himself 
or family without Mrs. Bennett’s consent. 

In his decision, which occupies over ten 
typewritten pages, Judge Gager said in 
part: 

“The statutes as to the execution of wills 
provide that no will or codicil shall be 
valid to pass any éstate unless it be in 
writing, subscribed by the testator, and at- 
tested by three witnesses, each of them sub- 
scribing in his presence. So far as the 
present purposes are concerned, that is the 
statute. 

“The first objection is that the admis- 
sion of this letter would violate this stat- 
ute, because. the letter itself is testamen- 
tary in. character and not executed as a 
will. 

“But there are other grounds of objec- 
tion, which upon the assumption that an 
extraneous testamentary document may be 
by reference incorporated in a will and so 
entitled to probate are equally fatal to the 
claim of the appellant. The sealed letter is 
not described in the will with sufficient 
certainty; the language of the will is ‘for 
the purposes set forth in a sealed letter 
which will be found with this will.’ Noth- 
ing whatever to identify it; no earmarks 
upon it which will show that it was the 
letter that the testator had in mind when 
he put his name to that will and it was wit- 
nessed. S 

“The intention of the testator is of no 
consequence if he did not do those 2xternal 
acts which the statute requires to make a 
valid will. But suppose that, in a matter 
not clearly within the four corners of the 
will, he has disclosed an intention that a 
given paper should not have force or be 
used as a part of a probated will. The 
cases, it seems to me, must be rare if they 


exist at all where such a paper would be 
or should be incorporated in a will. 

“Now, upon this sealed letter is found 
‘Mrs. P. S. Bennett, to be 
read only by Mrs. Bennett and by her 
alone after my death—P. S. Bennett.” And 
at the end of the sealed letter Mr. Bennett 
uses this language: ‘I have sent a dupli- 
cate of this letter to Mr. Bryan, and it ig 
my desire that no one excepting you and 
Mr. Bryan himself shall know of this letter 
and bequest. For this reason I place this 
letter in a sealed envelope and direct that 
it shall be opened only by you and read by 
you alone.’ 

“In my judgment,” says Judge Gager, 
“no language could be more conclusive upon 
the question that Mr. Bennett himself did 
not treat this letter as a part of a tech- 
nical will or as testamentary in a legal 
sense, bu only as a letter of private in- 
struction to Mrs. Bénnett.”’

Long Stage Career—Helped Start Grand

Mrs. Karp came to this country a few 
years later, and was connected for a long 
time with the People’s Theatre Company. 
She played Ophelia, Portia, and the leading 
part in ‘“‘ Die Heimath.”’ In opera she was 
heard in ‘ Solomitha,’”’ ‘‘ Barkochba,”’ and 
“Carmen.” Joseph Lateiner, the author 


at the Grand Street Theatre, wrote many 
lays in which Mrs. Karp appeared in lead- 
ng roles. 


Max Karp, her husband, was a well- 


known actor. He died six years ago in 
San Franeisco. She is survived by her 
aged mother, Mrs. Siegel, and a daughter, 
Rose L. Karp. Miss Karp is engaged to 
marry Charles W. Groll, a lawyer, on 
May 29. 

The funeral will be held from Mrs. Karp’s 
residence, 65 Bast Seventh Street, on Sun- 
day morning at 8 o'clock. 


DEATH OF DR. KEMPSHALL. 


Preacher Who Led Crusade Against New 
Jersey Race Tracks. 


The Rev. Dr. Everard E. Kempshall, 
seventy-four years old, noted as the leader 
of the fight against the New Jersey race 
tracks, and more recently for his efforts 
to abolish pigeon shooting from traps, died 
suddenly from heart disease at his home, 
628 Newark Avenue, Elizabeth, N. J., yes- 
terday morning.

| Dr. Kempshall began the crusade which 
made him famous by vehemently attacking 
the race tracks from his pulpit at a Sunday 
morning service in 1890. He became Presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ League, which de- 
veloped branches in every county, and in 
1893 headed a delegation of citizens who 
were barred from the State Assembly, 
where they sought to oppose the racing 


men. Dr. Kempshall, however. found a 
way in, and mounting to Speaker Flynn's 
chair shouted that the ‘‘ sovereign people of 
New Jersey took possession of their Capltol 
by right of eminent domain.” 

The following election put an end to the 
Jersey race tracks. 

Only a week ago Dr. Kempshall 
peared before a _ legislative committee 
against peigeon shooters. He was born in 
Rochester, N. Y.; was graduated from Will- 
iams in 1851 and from the Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary four years later. His 
wite, son, and daughter are dead. 


WEALTHY NEGRO DEAD. 


Warren C. Coleman Started First Cotton 
Factory Operated by His Own Race.

CONCORD, N. C., March 31.—Warren C. 
Coleman, one of the best-known negroes 
in the United States, is dead. Coleman 
was one of the most remarkable men of 
his race. Starting life in poverty, he be- 
came through his own exertions one of the 
wealthiest negroes in the country. He 
was once a student at Howard University, 

in -Washington, sustaining himself. 
Coleman later established himself in 
business, and purchased real estate. At 
the time of his death he was said to be 


the owner of 100 houses, none of which 
was incumbered. Coleman started the first 
cotton factory in this country owned and 
operated by his people. He built a beauti- 
ful brick church in Concord, and presented 
it to the congregation. He was one of the 
chief promoters of the Colored State In- 
dustrial Fair, held annually at Raleigh 
for the past twenty-five years.

SEVERE EPIDEMIC COMING. 


Those Accustomed to'English Fog and — 
Scotch Mist Easiest Victims. 


Much alarm has been occasioned ‘by the 
rapid’ approach of a peculiar epidemic 
which, in fact, is really a plague. The‘ 
danger is acknowledged to be greater in 
big cities where the heterogeneous com- 
position of a large boarding house popula- 
tion and the clese contact of great num- * 
bers of persons, very differently consti- 
tuted in down-town business offices, com-~ 
tribute largely to the spread of the malady. 

A peculiar feature of the attack, which 

mes almost invariably without a warn- 
ing symptom, is that it has different effects 
upon persons accustomed to different cli- 
matic pressures. Upon Englishmen, par- 
ticularly those Englishmen brought up in 
the dense and foggy atmosphere of London, 
the disease is very severe. To the Scotch 
it is fatal. 

Physicians advise the wearing of heavy 
shoes, and a careful examination of all ar- 
ticles of clothing before they are put on in 
the morning, because it is on wearing ap- 
parel that the effects of the disease are 
first seen. Don’t eat meat to-day, because 


itis Friday. Don’t eat chocolates, especial- 
ly those which are filled with cotton. 
Don’t make a fool of yourself hygienically 
because others will do it for you in every 
way. The epidemic, which has been ap- 
proaching at the rate of one day every 
twenty-four hours, the dreaded April Fool 
scourge, is strictly due to arrive to-day.

BASEBALL RULES EXPLAINED. 


National League Pitchers Restricted in 
Delivering the Ball. 


All the playing rules under which the 
National and American Leagues and the 
National Association of Professional Base- 
ball League will be governed during the 
coming season were carefully scrutinized 
at a two days’ conference between Presi- 
dent Pulliam of the National League and 
his staff of umpires at Philadelphia this 
week. 

President Pulliam said yesterday that the 
three most important things agreed upon 
were the delivery of the ball to the bat, 
defining a balk and when a base runner is 
out. In the pitching rules the strictest 
construction has been made. The rule says: 

Preliminary to pitching the pitcher shall take 
his position facing the batsman, with both feet 
squarely on the ground, and in front of the 
pitcher’s plate, and in the act of delivering the 
ball to the bat he must keep one foot in con- 
tact with the pitcher’s plate, defined in Rule 
®. He shall not raise either foot until in the 
act of delivering the ball to the bat, nor make 
more than one step in such delivery. 


President Pulliam’ explained to the um- 
pires that the slightest motion of a pitcher, 
swinging or lifting his arms, whirling on 
his toes, bending on his knees, or taking 
any step, should be considered the begin- 
ning of his pitch. After the pitcher got that 
far the base runner could start, and if the 
pitcher stopped or threw to base, the um- 
yire was obliged to decide that a balk had 

en made. 

A pitcher must keep both feet in front of 
and within the twenty-four-inch square. 
The restrictions on the pitcher will, it is 
believed, be of material advantage to bats- 
men and base runners. 

The attention of the umpires was partic- 
ularly called to the following sections of 
Rule 56: 

Sec, 16. If, before two hands are out and 
while tnird base is occupied, the coacher sta- 
tioned near that base shall run in the direction 
of home base on or near the base line while a 
fielder is making or trying to make a play on a 
batted ball not caucht on the fly, or on a thrown 
ball, and thereby draws a throw to home base, 
the base runner entitled to third base shall be 
declared out by the umpire for the coacher’s 
interference with and prevention of the legit- 
imate play. 

Sec. 17. If oneror more members of the team 
at bat stand or coliect at or around a base for 
which a base runner is trying, thereby confusing 
*%e fielding side and adding to the difficulty of 
making such a play, the base runner shall be 
declared out for the interference of his team 
mate or team mates. 

President Pulliam said that umpiring had 
been much improved, and gave these fig- 
ures to show that clubs playing on the 
road stood as good a chance to win as

CIRCUS TICKET SPECULATORS. 


One Purchaser Relates His Experiences 
at the Box Office. . 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I desire to bring to your notice what I 
consider one of the greatest outrages per- 
petrated on the pubiic, especially that part 
of the public who, ‘at some sacrifice to 
themselves, wish to give a little amusement 
to their children by taking them to the 
circus. As everybody knows, this circus is 
an event that the children look forward to 
with a great deal of delight, and no parent 
likes to disappoint his children. 

When he comes to the box office to buy 
tickets for the circus he is met with the 
reply “that there is no seat to be had in 
the house for any performance that he may 
designate.”’ He starts to go out when he is 
assailed by about a dozen’ “‘ speculators,” 
whore pockets are bulging out with tickets, 
and who carry official diagrams of the 
house and are ready to sell you tickets for 
almost any seat in the house for any per- 
formance you may wish to attend. For 
this they charge a premium of half a dollar 
advance over the box office prices. The 
writer has actually seen one of the “‘ spec- 
ulators’’ whe was in negotiation for cer- 
tain tickets for a customer—not having 
these tickets in his possession at the time— 
go straight up to the box office and get 
the tickets he wanted and sell them to the 
customer at the advance of half a dollar 
apiece. 

Several large signs displayed declare that 
children under ten are admitted at half 
price, but this is also a fake, as the spec- 
ulators only sell you full-price tickets. 

I stood in the box office line for about 
half an hour trying to get tickets for a 
performance taking place three days later. 
At the box office 1 was told that there was 
not a seat to be had for any performance 
for the week, although but a few minutes 
before that a clerk in the box office hand- 
ed out tickets to the ‘‘ speculator ’’ for that 
very same performance. Not wishing to 
disappoint the children of my party, who 
have been counting for weeks upon seeing 
this event, I was obliged to pay a premium 
of $2.50 for five seats I pure ased.

he will learn that there is under way now 
a movement to that effect. 

"What is needed is a society that will look 
after the animals—see to their comfort 
and that abuse is not allowed. If there 
were one-half the energy shown to stop 
abuse as there is to hunt an unlicensed dog 
—which of course brings in $3 to the so- 
ciety and many times breaks the heart 
and health of some poor child whose pet it 
is—there would not be so much fault found 
with the S. P. C. A. 

The only way to run such a society is to 
place men who are humane as officers and 
employes—men who really care for the com- 
fort of animals. So long as the man in of- 
fice is simply working for his salary, and 
trying to get every dollar he can to in- 
crease said salary, just so long there will 
be discontent and lack of interest by the 
public. High-priced offices, high-priced 
clerks, are not needed in such a business.

ROSSED PULP WOOD FREE 


Board of Appraisers Declares That 
It Is Paper Stock. 


FIGHT BY PAPER COMPANIES 


Treasury Department Will Probably Ap- 
peal — Whalebone Scraps Free of 
Duty—Other Customs Rulings. 


In a decision written by Judge Henderson 

M. Somerville the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday decided that 
rossed pulp wood is free of duty as paper 
stock. This case has involved more labor 
than any other that has come before the 
board for a long time, on account of the 
bitter fight made by the paper manufac- 
turing companies which have _ rossing 
plants in the United States to keep out the 
Canadian rossed wood. 
* Rossed pulp wood is spruce or poplar, 
cut into logs about two feet long, and with 
the bark and roughnesses removed by a 
mechanical process called rossing. This is 
done in Canada for economy in transporta- 
tion, and the logs in this condition are ready 
to go direct into the grinders. 

Acting under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury the customs officials 
have been classifying the wood as “ blocks 
or sticks, rough hewn,’’ at 20 per cent. The 
importer whose protest was decided yester- 
day was C. W. Peirce of Newport, Vt. It 
is expected that the Treasury Department 
will order an appeal from the board's de- 
cision. 

In. a decision written by General Ap- 
praiser Eugene G. Hay the board decides 
that small strips or slivers of whalebone 
tied in bales for shipment are free as 
whalebone, and not subject to 30 per cent. 
duty as manufactures of bone or whale- 
bone. Mr. Hay lays down the rule that the 
mere fact that hand or machine’ labor has 
been applied to an article does not néces- 
sarily make it a manufactured article. The 
importers were Hanson & Orth of New 
York. 

Mr. Hay overruled a protest by Darragh 
& Small of New York against the assess- 
ment of 4 cents a square foot as ‘“‘ mats of 
cocoa fiber’ on articles which are described 
as 16 by 11 feet in sizé, with an opening in 
the centre 10 by 5 feet, and used to sur- 
round billiard tables, The importers claimed 
that they were dutiable as “ matting of 
cocoa fiber” at 6 cents a square yard. Mr. 
Hay ruled that they were finished mats.

SALT FISH TRADE MEETING. 


Importers to Appeal Against Decision 
Assessing Duty on Brine. 


Representatives of a dozen firms in the 
salt fish trade met yesterday afternoon in 
the Produce Exchange and decided to join 
with Boston and other cities in fighting the 
decision of the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers in holding that a duty must 
be paid on brine in which fish is packed. 

Thomas Woodward, who was chosen 
Chairman, said the ruling adds 50 per cent. 
to the duties paid by fish importers. He 
explained that at Port Townsend, Wash- 
ington, the Collector held brine to be dutia- 
ble, George S. Bush & Co., the importers, 
appealed to the General Appraisers, who 
sustained the Collector, basing their action 


upon a Circuit Court decision, holding that 
brine in which limes were packed was duti- 
able, The fish trade argues that the cases 
are not similar because the brine as well 
as the limes is sold to consumers, but the 
brine in which fish comes has no commer- 
cial value.

A Preholiday Market Shows a Good 


Tone Under News the Reverse 
of Stimulating. 


i 
Business upon the Stock Exchange 
yesterday lost half of its volume and yet 
retained most of its strength under con- 
ditions which were not stimulating, and, 
given such disposition, might have been | 
made depressing. There was scarcely 
more dullness than was fairly attributa- 
ble to the fact that after adjournment 
there would be no business on foreign : 
Exchanges until next Tuesday. The Stock 
Exchange here will be open on both Sat- 
urday and Monday. All local Exchanges 
will be open on Monday, although one 
or two will close on Saturday, as weil 
as on Good Friday. With the Easter hol- 
idays thus in every one’s mind there was 
little disposition for fresh business, and 
the usual tendency to close commitments 
over an interval of uncertain happen- 
ings. 

The day’s news was something worse 
than indifferent. Boston and Cleveland 
each sent word of the closing of minor 
institutions of credit—the Union Trust 
Company and the Federal Trust Com- 
pany. There were the usual excellent ex- 
planations that the conditions were not 
of general significance, and the rather 
unusual addition that neither stockhold- 
ers nor depositors would lose a dollar in 
either case. But nothing can make such 
announcements welcome or reassuring | 
in this era of indigestibles and slow 
liquidation. Railway earnings were not 
good, St. Paul reporting a loss in net for | 
February of $219,523. A little gold was 
sent to Argentina, and expectations of 
shipments to Europe of uncertain larger 
amounts in the near future continue. It 
is too early to forecast the bank state- 
ment accurately, especially as there are 
unusual factors of possible disturbance 
of the estimates of an increase of re- 
serves by $2,000,000. The week's spec- 
ulative loans are an uncertain quantity, 
and requirements upon account of the 
fifty-million-dollar Pennsylvania bond 
issue may modify both the exchange 
market and the bank statement.

CONDEMNING MINORITY STOCK. 


* 


Doctrine of Eminent Domain to Get Rid 
of Bothersome Shareholders. 


| 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company recently applied to the 
courts of Connecticut to have condemnation 
proceedings instituted against the one re- 
maining residuary stockholder of the New 
Haven and Derby Railroad, a small branch 
line of the Consolidated System. This pro- 
ceeding has hardly attracted the attention 
it deserves, for the attempt to enforce, the 
right of eminent domain against minority 
shaf@holders is of rather unusual occur- 
rence. ; 

This action is especially noteworthy 
when it is considered that for a long time, 
but particularly during the last few years, 
there has been going on a gradual but cer- 
tain consolidation of minor railroad prop- 
erties either with an old and larger system 
or by their amalgamation into one large 
property. These combinations have been 
accomplished either by purchase of the 
stock or by lease for a long term of years, 
two methods of which the former has been 
the most often employed. In many of the 
cases of consolidation by stock purchase, in 

} fact in almost every one of them, there has 
been left outstanding a minority of shares, 
sometimes large, but generally quite small 
compared with the total, a minority which 
furthermore \ has generally opposed the 
scheme of consolidation or merger. When 
the minority has been strong enough to 
make itself a factor to be reckoned with 
it has generally succeeded in forcing a 
compromise. In other cases it has been 
bought out, but in many it remains a dis- 
satisfied and obstreperous factor in the 
administration of a property's affairs. 

It is in order to deal with such cases that 
the Legislature of Connecticut in 1895 
passed a law which makes it possible for 
the owner of:a majority of the stock to con- 
demn the minority shares very much in 
ihe same way that real estate may be con- 

|

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demned for the use of a public service cor- 
peration. The Connecticut law under which 
the New Haven rvad has taken action pro- 
vides that ‘“‘any railroad company acqulr- 
ing more than three-fourths of the capital 
stock of any steamboat, ferry, bridge, 
wharf, or railroad corporation may, if the 
minority refuses to agree on terms of sale, 
and if a Superior Court Judge finds that 
such sale ‘ will be for the public interest,’ 
cause the value of the stock to be fixed by 
three appraisers appointed by the Judge.” 

It also provides that the minority holder 
may institute similar proceedings against 
such a.corporation holding more than three- 
fourths of the entire stock. This latter 
provision was probably inserted as a sort 
of counterweight, in order to assure the 
constitutionality of the law. Nevertheless, 
the latter is doubted by some eminent law- 
yers, and its decision is awaited with in- 
terest. 


DEMURRER BY STEEL TRUST. 


Seeks Dismissal of Suit to Compel Divi- 
dend on Common Stock. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 31.—The United 
States Steel Corporation to-day filed in 
the Court of Chancery a demurrer to the 
Lill of Alfred Stevens of Newark, who sued 
the corporation because of its passing of 
dividends on the common stock. 

Stevens in his bill asserts that the corpo- 
ration had made sufficient earnings, and 
that it was compelled under a State law 
and its own by-laws to pay the dividend. 
He asked, among other things, that the 
corporation be required to disclose its earn- 


{ 
ings so that the court might pass on the 
matter. 

The -lemurrer is purely formal. It says 
that the bill of Stevens does not show such 
a case as entitled him in a court of équity 
to any discovery from the defendant or to 
any relief against the matter complained of 
in such bill. It is asked that the demurrer 
be sustained and that Stevens's bill be dis-

ACCUMULATING UNION PACIFIC 


Steel Advances €urther on Reported 
Covering by Large Operator — 
Foreign Exchange.

During the first part of yesterday’s ses- 


sion of the stock market the prices of all- 


the active stocks, excepting United States 
Steel preferred, sold off quietly and steadily, 
but after 1 o'clock there was 4 general re- 
covery, which brought most issues above 
the closing prices of the previous day. For 
the most part the changes were slight, and 
the advances were too much interspersed 
with declines to give importance to the 
upward movement in the afternoon, but in 
view of the disposition of many to stay out 
of the market for a few days the net results 
were fairly satisfactory. London was a 
small buyer of stocks, but its purchases 
yesterday were scarcely enough to offset 
its selling of the previous day, so that the 
foreign trading was looked upon as noth- 
ing more than an evening up. by London 
operators over the Easter holidays, which 


on the other side will-last until Tuesday 
next. 


Many Traders Léaving Town. 


As the*day advanced the transactions 
grew less and less. In the first hour 180,- 
000 shares were dealt in, but the business 
done between 1 and 2 o’clock amounted to 
only 31,500 shares. This was partly due to 
the fact that many brokers and traders ar- 
ranged to leave early to prepare for trips 
out of town, many going to Lakewood or 
Atlantic City over Sunday. For the past 
few days traders have shown no dispo- 
sition to continue the pace set last week, 
and there was nothing tn yesterday’s mar- 
ket to suggest that they would miss much 
by being away for Saturday’s session. In 
the last hour, as was natural, there was 
some increase in activity, but the trading 
at the end of the day was not more than 
half as active as it was at the opening. 


Steel Strengthens Market. 


One of the favorable developments of the 
day was a decided strength of Steel pre- 
ferred, which sold as high as 59%, and 
closed at the top price, with a net gain of 
seven-eighths of a point following its net 
gain of a full point on Wednesday. After 
first advancing to 59% the price reacted 
sharply, but the.loss was regained in the 
subsequent trading. In some quarters the 
movement in the stock was said to be noth- 
ing more than short covering, and one of 
the bits of gossip during the day was that 
u large operator formerly connected with 
the company, and more recently with a 
trust that came to a somewhat ignoble end, 
had been caught short of Steei preferred 
and was being made to take his stock back. 
Concerning the dividend question, the opin- 
ion was expressed in some quarters that 
the financial interests in control of the eom- 
pany would be led to declare the full divi- 
dend for the quarter on the ground if on 
no other that to do otherwise would prob- 
ably seriously check the public confidence 
in tthe market, which of late has shown 
some signs of increasing. 


Still Buying Union Pacific. 

Some of those who watched the trading 
in Union Pacific expressed the opinion 
after the close of the market that the same 
kind of buying that was noted in Union 
Pacific last week and again early this 
week was going on yesterday. That the 
stock was being accumulated was shown, 
it was said, by the way orders came to 
clear up all the stock offered at certain 
prices at various times during the day. It 
is upon the buying in Union Pacific more 
articularly than in any other stock that 
as been based the opinion held by some 
that large banking interests were confident 
of the market outlook. 


One of the Day’s Predictions. 


Among the stocks which according to 
the morning's tips were slated for a rise 
yesterday was People’s Gas. Some West- 
ern houses were among those who advised 
purchases of the stock, and those who took 
the advice and subsequently took their 
profit had reason to be pleased, for at no 
time during the session did the price go be- 
low the opening sale, and before the day 
was out People’s Gas had advanced 2% 
points. The stock closed at 99%, showing 
a net gain of 2 points on trading in 16,000 
shares. 


St. Paul’s Sharp Recovery. 
Under realizing sales St. Paul sold down 
to 144, but when the market became firmer 
in the afternoon St. Paul readily recovered 
about 1% points. Its net gain on the day’s 


transactions was five-eighths of a point. 
Up-town traders were said to have taken a 
prominent part in the trading in the stock. 


Foreign Exchange Situation. 


To-day payment is to be made for the re- 
cently issued Pennsylvania notes, and it is 
thought that it will have some easing ef- 
fect on the foreign exchange market for 
the reason that out of the total issue of 
$50,000,000 about $15,000,000, it is estimated, 
were sold abroad, and so will be drawn 
against, increasing the supply of exchange. 
Rates for demand sterling reacted about 10 
points from the high and closed at about 
4.8730. Another factor in the exchange sit- 
uation is the expected early arrival at San 
Francisco of several million dollars more 
Japanese gold, which if not already remit- 
ted to Europe in advance will increase the 
demand for bills. The International Bank- 
ing Corporation yesterday arranged to ship 
$250,000 gold to Argentina. Doubt is still 
expressed concerning the precise date of the 
initial gold shipments to Paris, though 
many expect the movement to begin with- 
in a week.

DEUTSCHLAND ON A MUD BANK. 


Liner Has Difficulty in Getting Int6é Her 
Hoboken Dock. 


Three hours were consumed yesterday 
afternoon in rounding the Deutschland 
into her dock at Hoboken. As the steam- 
ship reached the end of her pier the tide 
was running out strongly, and before the 
fleet of tugs could push her into her berth, 
left the liner stranded on the mud bank, 
where she had to remain until the return- 
ing tide lifted her off. 

The steamship reached the end of her 
pier soon after 1 o’clock, and passed lines 
ashore by means of which she tried to 
swing around into her berth. As the great 
broadside of the vessel struck the outgoing 
tide, the ship was swung back, and the 
great steel hawsers parted. Then all of the 
tugs within call were summoned, and some 
pushed on one side, while others, hitched 
up tandem fashion, tried to pull the big 
vessel about. But the tide was too strong, 
and they could not move the vessel an 
inch. 

Then, ‘when it was seen that the vessel 
could. not be moved, soyndings were taken, 
and it was found that: she was on a mud 
bank. The vessel was then jammed up 
against the end of the pier, but neither 
those on board could get ashore, nor could 
those ashore get aboard. Passengers 
talked with waiting friends at long dis- 
tance, 

During the wait a concert was given by 
the waiters’ band. The men with the in- 


struments lined up on the landward side 
of the vessel, and all during the time that 
the vessel lay unable tq move they played 
selections from ‘* Lohengrin,’’ ‘“‘ Florodora,”’ 
Irish airs, and ragtime. 


COCOA FACTORY BURNED. 


Gen. Molineux and His Son Had Planned 
to Acquire the Property. 


The plant of the Brewster Cocoa Manu- 
facturing Company, a _ four-story brick 
building, 50 by 100 feet, at Washington 
and Morgan Streets, Jersey City, was de- 
stroyed by fire early yesterday morning. 
Spontaneous combustion among stock on 
the upper floor was given as the cause. 

John Kent, the watchman, discovered 
the fire at 2 o’clock. Instead of turning in 
an alarm, he ran to the house of Engine 
Company No. 1 and notified the members. 
They thought they couli extinquish the 
flames without assistance, but after three- 
quarters of an hour they found the fire 
beyond their control, and then three alarms 
were turned in. All the engines and trucks 
of lower Jersey City and the central part 
of the heights responded, but it was 6 
o’clock when the fire was under controi. 
The company puts the loss at $50,000, in- 
cluding stock, machinery, and building. 
Nearly 200 employes, of whom 50 are wo- 
men, are thrown out of work. 

The company is building a_new factory 
at Logan Avenue and Fox.~Place, in the 
West Bergen section, and Gen. Molineux 
and Roland B. Molineux were negotiating 
for the burned building, to. be used as a 
paint factory after May 1.

Board of Estimate Votes Appropri- 
ation of $5,425,400. 


$20,000 FOR BROOKLYN JAIL 


Secured by Borough President After 
Wordy Duel with Controller—$3,- 
000,000 for Paving Streets.

Appropriations aggregating nearly $10,- 
000,000 were approved by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment in executive ses- 
sion on the bond budget yesterday, the 
amounts authorized including $5,425,400 for 
the high pressure auxiliary water supply 
for fire fighting, and $3,000,000 for street 
paving in the five boroughs. In voting the 
money for the auxiliary water supply the 
Board of Estimate confirms the report and 
recommendations of the engineers named 
at a previous meeting, whose report was 
made to Mayor McClellan the day before. 


The appropriation for street paving is so } 


divided that Brooklyn gets $1,200,000, Man- 
hattan $900,000, and Bronx, Queens, and 
Richmond $300,000 each. The other items 
of the bond budget which were approved 
include $700,000 for the relief sewer in Web- 
ster Avenue in the Bronx; $150,000 for the 
Johnston Avenue sewer in Brooklyn, and 
$40,000 for new boilers for the Blackwell's 
Island buildings and buildings under the 
care of the Department of Correction. 

For upward of an hour the members of 
the board behind closed doors discussed the 
applications of the Various departments for 
issues of bonds, but, owing to the condi- 
tions of the money market and of the low 
prices which have been netted for city se- 
curities at the last two bonds sales, it was 
decided not to go any further with bond 
issues at this time, and not to authorize 
any bonds, if possible, which will have to 
be sold within a space of five or six 
months. Of the bonds authorized yesterday 
it is pointed out that none of them will 
have to be issued for some months to come, 
when the first payments will be needed for 
the work then under way. 

At the early session of the Board of Esti- 
mate, before it went into executive session, 
a letter was received from the’ Board of 
Education in regard to the selection of sites 
for school houses, protesting that it was 
impossible to meet Controller Grout’s de- 
mand for plans before sites had been se- 
lected. A long list of proposed school sites 
was sent in and was referred to the Con- 
troller’s office for an investigation. 

,When the question of special revenue 
bonds came up Controller Grout and Bor- 
ough President Littleton of Brooklyn had 
their regular weekly dispute over the issue 
of $20,000 asked for to repair the Raymond 
Street Jail in Brooklyn, and which Mr._Lit- 
tleton wished to have made available ‘as 
the Borough President may deem wise.” 
Mr. Grout declared he would not vote for 
any appropriation unaccompanie by a 
statement of the necessity for the money 
and a report on the purposes of the ex- 
penditures, 

“This board has the presentment of the 
Kings County Grand Jury,’’ said Mr. Lit- 
tleton, ‘‘ the reports of different engineers, 
and a report made by the engineer of the 
Controller's office.”’ 

“But the President of the Borough of 
Brooklyn has disregarded that present- 
ment,’’ Mr. Grout said, ‘‘and comes here 
with only a resolution and no details.”’ 

“Those reports show nothing.” 

“They show a great deal to some peo- 
ple.”’ 

‘“* Maybe, but some of us are not as cute 
as others. That resolution comes from 
the Board of Aldermen. I told them, as I 
told this board, that I made careful in- 
vestigation as to the jail conditions, and 
I believe that $20,000 will effect the neces- 


sary repairs to the building, &c. ‘The 
Board of Aldermen believed me.”’ 

‘““And I believe you, also,’’ interrupted 
Mr. Grout, with a shocked expression. 


“*Of course I believe you, but we ought to’ 


have a report.”’ 

“ All right,’’ Mr. Littleton said. ‘ You 
say you believe me; prove it by voting for 
the resolution, and I will send you a bas- 
ketful of reports and some _ stereopticon 
views of the’ jail.” 

The Mayor laughed, and Mr. Grout voted 
for the bond issue, which was authorized. 

President Haffen asked $15,000, ap- 
proved by the Board of Aldermen, for re- 
pairs to the Downing Brook drains, in 
Chester, and Mr. Grout asked for a special 
report. 

“This is a most necessary expenditure,”’ 
Mr. Haffen began. ‘ Only last year Mayor 
Low, driving down the Boulevard, found 
himself nearly drowned in four feet of 
water.”’ 

‘“* We must be careful not to let that hap- 
pen again,’ remarked the Mayor, as he 
put the resolution and voted “ yea” with 
all the others of the board. 

Borough President Haffen got $10,000 for 
the Van Ness sewers and drains, in the 
Bronx Borouge. but Cogtroller Grout suc- 
ceeded in holding up the $15,000 for the 
commission appointed to prepare a com- 
prehensive plan for beautifying the city, 
and he took like actions on the resolutions 
authorizing $100,000 for cleaning and main- 
taining the Manhattan sewers and for a 
like sum for similar work in .Brooklyn. 
This the Controller could do, as it requires 
. eres vote to pass special revenue 

onds. - 


COMEDIAN’S WIFE IN COURT. 


She and Negress Are Charged with 
Swindling Railroads. 


Beatrice Hart, a well-dressed and hand- 
some woman, who says that she is an 
actress, and Amy Daniel, a colored girl 
of twenty-two, were arraigned before Mag- 
istrate Whitman in the Tombs Police Court 
yesterday, charged with grand larceny for 
obtaining money under false pretenses from 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Company 
and the Public Service Corporation of New 
Jersey. There were two charges against 
the Hart woman. She was held in $2,000 
bail for examination to-day. The Daniel 
girl, who pleaded guilty to one charge, was 
held in $1,000 bail for trial. 

Mrs. Hart, it is alleged, is the wife of a 
comedian.

Among the passengers arriving yesterday 
on the Deutschland were John D. Crimmins, 
his son, and his daughter, who have been 
in the South of Europe for several months. 
Mr. Crimmins said that he had become 
well acquainted with many of the mem- 
bers of the American colony in Rome, none 
of whom could understand the sympathy 
for.the Japanese which is expressed by the 
American public. He said that all foreign- 
ers in Rome, and all Italy itself, was pro- 
Russian, and that in France the general 
sentiment is that the powers will intervene 
in the conflict. Mr. Crimmins said that it 
was his opinion that if the powers did not 
take a hand in the affair Russia would de- 
feat Japan so badly that the island empire 
would never recover from it. 

Speaking of the feeling between Church 
and State in Italy, Mr. Crimmins said that 
never before were matters more satisfact- 
ory than they, are at present. ‘‘On April 
11,"’ he said, ‘‘ the Gregorian Chant will be 
revived at St, Peter’s, and will be heard 
for the first time in several centuries. 

“I found the Pope kindly, affable, and 
of a simple nature. His manner is such 
that he is generally known as the ‘ poor 
man’s Pope.’ He never passes a child with- 
out giving it some sort of recognition. 

“While in Italy I secured a marble statue 
of Aristides, about two feet in height. It 
Was unearthed two years ago at Cuna, 
near Naples.”’ , 

When Mr. Crimmins was asked his opin- 
ion concerning the various men who have 
been mentioned as possible Presidential 
candidates, he said: “I am favorable to 
Judge Parker. I have known him for a 
long time, and can say of him that he is a 
reliable man. But I think that Mr. Cleve- 
land is the strongest man in the party, and 
could be elected if he would run. Mr. 
Hearst is too young and too inexperienced, 
and he has no record as a statesman.” 

Another passenger on the Deutschland 
was Julian Story, the artist. He said yes- 
terday that he had just finished a large 
portrait of James Gordon Bennett, which 
will be hung in the home of the New York 
Yacht Club, Mr. Story also has completed 
a picture of Mme. Emma Eames, his wife. 


LAWYERS’ BOY MISSING. 


Was Sent to the Bank with $100 and 
Checks. 


The police have been asked to look for 
seventeen-year-old Thomas Marley of 629 
East One Hundred and Thirty-seventh 
Street, who disappeared yesterday. The 
boy was employed by the law firm of Gil- 
lender, Fixman & Mumford of 141 Broad- 
way. At 10:45 o'clock yesterday morning 
he started with $100 in cash and several 
checks, to deposit them in the Bank of 
Commerce. Then he dropped out of sight. 

Mr. Fixman says he is satisfied that the 


boy has not run away with the money, but 
that something happened to him, for he had 
frequently been intrusted with even larger 
sums. 

Up to a late hour last night the boy had 
not returned to his home. 


MRS. RHOADES’S JEWELS HELD. 


Jury Disagrees in Case Against Cab 
Driver. 


In the case of Joseph Hendrickson, the 
cab driver who has been on trial before 
Judge Foster in the Court of General Ses- 
sions for stealing $5,000 worth. of jewelry 
from Mrs. John Harsen Rhoades, Jr., while 
driving her to the Grand Central Station on 
Feb. 11, the jury failed to agree yesterday. 
He will probably be put on trial again soon.
